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Would you buy a lottery ticket? He's counting on it

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly barbcrshlp, get your locks 
trimmed, give the barber $3 and throw In 
an extra SO cents for a ticket In the state 
lottery. 


Five days later, your name Is drawn 


from a barrel in Springfield and you're 
an Instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $30,000. 


That's the Ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zckc) Giorgi, D-Rockford, who Is con- 
fident that his long-advocated lottery bill 


is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Giorgi is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when it appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Giorgi said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 


that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Giorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery in the last session. "The 
votes are there," Giorgi declares con- 
fidently. 


His assessment is based on the bill in 


current form, which specifies that money 


from the lottery will go to aid educa- 
tion. But he says a recent proposal by 
House Republicans to allot $30 million 
from the lottery proceeds to a six-county 
regional transportation district for North- 
eastern Illinois will not affect its chances 
of passage. 


Giorgi also Insists that his bill has 


built-in safeguards from invasion by or- 
ganized crime, and says success of state 
lotteries in other states, particularly New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, dis- 
proves the argument that a lottery is a 
parasite of the poor. 


STUDIES SHOW, he said, that the av- 


erage lottery participant in those states 
earns from $7,500 to $15,000 per year. 


And, says Giorgi, the lottery would be 


under the watchful eye of the legislature 
and the governor, who could veto any 
questionable action by the commission 
which would administer the drawing. 


That commission would consist of five 


members appointed by the governor, 
each of whom would require con- 
firmation by the Senate. The governor

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Police, youths tangle 
in Lake County fracas

A weekend stream cleanup with free 


entertainment which attracted some 700 
persons just north of Wheeling has now 
turned into a dispute over the rights of 
the young people assembled and the po- 
lice tactics that were used to disband the 
gathering. 


What happened Saturday near the 


banks of the DCS Piaincs River and Buf- 
falo Creek just north of the Lake County 
lino Is now being argued by police and 
the people who were either arrested or 
told to disband. About 25 persons were 
arrested during the fracas, and now the 
organizers of the gathering ore claiming 
their civil right* were violated by Lake 
County Sheriff's Police. 


The organizers told tho Herald yester- 


day they intend la file suit against the 
police and tho Lake County states' attor- 
ney for violation of their civil rights. 


Charles Masinl, 28, of 081 N. Mil- 


waukee Ave., said police Invaded his 
property late Saturday afternoon. "They 
assaulted people from 16-year-old girls to 
CO-ycar-old men," he said. "At no time 
did anyone resist. At no time was any- 
one told he was under arrest." 


MASINI SAID the police also destroyed 


about $3,000 of equipment, beat people 
with billy clubs, broke tho rear legs of 
his horse, destroyed cameras and illegal- 
ly searched (hose persons at the 
gathering. Tho Lake County police offi- 
cer in charge of the action has denied all 
tho charges. 


According to Maslni, the suits will 


charge police brutality, search without 
warrants and violations of the freedom of 
assembly, privacy, soarch-and-selzure 
laws and duo process of the law. 


Masinl said the cleanup project was or- 


ganized by Spare Things, a nonprofit co- 
operative exchange, located at 981 N. 
Milwaukee Avc. In Vcrnon Township, 
Lake County. He said volunteers wore 
scheduled to clean up parts of that prop- 
erty as well as sections of Buffalo Creek 
and the DCS Plalncs River. 


According to Masinl, the gathering was 


not a rock concert, although several local 
groups were to provide entertainment for 
the workers. 


Orville Clavey, Lake County sheriff, 


said the gathering was a rock concert. 
He denied tho charges made by Masinl, 
saying he was merely enforcing a "no- 
use permit" Issued by the court against 
the gathering. 


MASINI SAID he was served with a 


restraining order Friday afternoon pro- 


hibiting any gathering or rock concert 
festival. He said he and other organizers 
of the project met with attorneys Satur- 
day to discuss the court order. He said 
his attorneys, in turn told him the re- 
straining order violated his right of free 
assembly. 


According to Masinl, sheriff's police 


entered tho property Friday evening. 
"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used In the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 
private property without search warrants 
and kilted a cat," he said. 


Masinl said tho cleanup began about 


1:30 p.m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavey said the majority of people at 


tho gathering left quietly after being in- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said. 


Woman walking 
on Rand Road 
killed by auto 


An 18-year-old Long Grove woman was 


killed early yesterday by a hit-and-run 
driver while walking along Rand Road 
near Dundee Road, In unincorporated 
Palatine Township. 


Margaret Corotis, daughter of Mr. and 


Mrs. William Corotis, of R.R. 3, Long 
Grove, was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Shortly after the accident, at 1:15 a.m., 


state police, acting on a license number 
provided by a witness arrested and 
charged James Zcnk, 44, in his home at' 
745 Cumnor, Harrington. He was charged 
with driving too fast for conditions and 
leaving the scene of a fatal accident, ac- 
cording to state police. 


Police said Miss Corotis was walking 


in the middle of the righthand lane of the 
northwest bound traffic on Rand when 
she was struck. Conditions were de- 
scribed by police as dark, wet and foggy. 


The victim was a 1972 graduate of 


Lake Zurich High School. 


THE SHERIFF said Maslni then 


grabbed a microphone and told the re- 
maining members of the crowd to sit 
down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said. 


Clavey said that although the police 


were not there to find drugs, they did 
uncover hypodermic needles and marl- 
juana. He said he did not know if drug 
use was wide-spread at the gathering. 


According to Maslni, the police action 


was part of the on-going harassment of 
himself and other young people associ- 
ated with Spare Things. 


Clavey discounted Masinl's charges. 


"We're not too worried about what Mr. 
Masinl has to say," he said. "Let him 
say what he wants to say. There are no 
charges against us as far as we're con- 
cerned." 


The sheriff said Maslni is on parole 


from the Illinois State Penitentiary and 
was arrested five weeks ago for posses- 
sion of marijuana. "You know, I don't 
worry with ex-convicts who are on pa- 
role," he said. "Mr. Maslni is going to 
learn that he has to obey the law like 
anyone else." 


MASINI SAID he was on parole from 


a counterfeiting conviction in 1964. He 
said he had testified before a grand Jury 
on the Lake County Sheriffs Police In- 
volvement with the counterfeiting ring. 
He said his testimony was the main rea- 
son for his continual harassment by the 
sheriff's police. 


According to Maslni, his group is also 


asking for the removal of the Lake Coun- 
ty state's attorney. He said they were 
requesting that a special investigation 
commission be established to look into 
the incident and other illegal operations 
of the sheriff's police. 


Masinl said he was asking all persons 


who were assaulted Saturday to return to 
Spare Things Wednesday to give depos- 
itions to attorneys who would handle the 
suits. He said the group will then travel 
by bus to the Federal Building in Chi- 
cago for a rally. 


CLAVEY SAID he was not worried 


about Masini's charges. He said that he 
has two state's attorneys and several 
state police who would dispute the 
charges of brutality and illegal search. 


Masinl said the police action Saturday 


was the "last straw" in the continual ha- 
rassment by the sheriff's police. "We're 
going to have him removed from office 
for every violation he has ever com- 
mitted In this county," he said. "And we 
are going to clean up the river regard- 
less of what Is going to happen."

Tahoe given 
initial OK 
on changes 


Developers of Tahoe Village on Buffalo 


Grove Road have received preliminary 
approval from the Wheeling Plan Com- 
mission to change the type of housing 
and density of the units to fit market de- 
mands. 


Ben Pekin, developer of Tahoe Village, 


told the commission last week the origi- 
nally planned two-and four-bedroom 
units are not selling well. He said the 
project was therefore redrawn to provide 
more three-bedroom townhouses. 


HE SAID the revised plan for the de- 


velopment would reduce the number of 
units from the original 1,148 to 745. Pekin 
said the number of bedrooms in the de- 
velopment would also be reduced from 
2,622 to 2,339. 


Pekin said the revised project also 


eliminates most of Che apartments origi- 
nally planned for the development. He 
said, however, 36 apartment units have 
already been built. Originally, 798 one- 
and two-bedroom apartments were plan- 
en for the development. 


Ken Gill, superintendent of School Dist. 


21, informed the board that he would not 
object to the revision of plans for Tahoe 
Village. He said the reduction in the 
number of units would offset the increase 
in bedroms per unit, thus having no 
greater impact on the school system than 
originally expected. 


Members of the commission questioned 


Pekin at length on the number of chil- 
dren generated by the development, say- 
ing they were concerned over the impact 
on the schools. They noted, however, that 
if Gill was satisfied with the project 
changes, they could not argue the point. 


Pekins said about 50 per cent of the 


people living at Tahoe Village are young 
married couples who do not have chil- 
dren. He said another 25 per cent are 
"empty-nesters," people who have grown 
children who do not live with them. He 
said the other 25 per cent did have chil- 
dren. 


BASED ON population figures for the 


first 80 units, Pekin said his firm esti- 
mates a total of 630 children when the 
project Is completed. 


Pekin told the commission that the 


three retention lakes for the project will 
be built within the next 30 days. He said 
contracts for the lakes have already been 
awarded. Pekin said that as soon as the 
lake* are completed, they should ease 
flooding problems in the area. 


The developer also said the change in 


the plans for the development will reduce

Holiday gas shortages an 
indication they'll get worse 


Motorists who hit the highways for the 


Memorial Day weekend got tliclr first 
taste of what some predict to be com- 
monplace during the summer — u short- 
ago of gasoline. The shortage even 
prompted one angry motorist to kill a 
gas station attendant. 


Ohio and the West Coast states seemed 


to be hardest hit. Stations closed down or 
rationed supplies. 


In Oakland, Calif., police said a service 


station attendant was shot and killed by 
a customer demanding more gas. Police 
said Henry Cralgs sold a tank of gasoline 
Friday to the man. When the motorist 
returned Satunlay, Cralgs refused more 
«os because the station was "on ration 
basis." After an argument, the man left, 
later returned with a double-barreled 
shotgun, fired both barrels into Cralgs 
and fled. Herbert Barr was later ar- 
rested on suspicion of murder. 


THE BREAKDOWN of a refinery oper- 


ated by the Standard Oil Co. of Ohio 
(SOHIO) forced it to close down its 700 
company-owned stations throughout the 
state. The 2,100 independent stations with 
Sohlo franchises were allowed to open, 
but Sohlo imposed a ID-gallon limit on 
customers through July 1. 
. .Sohlo officials announced they would 
Jxrgln a public service advertising cam- 
paign this week telling motorists row to 
stretch their gas. 
• Oregon stations that ordlnarly open 24 
hours a day closed at night. Some of 
1hem closed for the entire holiday period 
or limited supplies. 
• A dispatcher In the Lincoln County 
sheriff's office said one motorist com- 
"plained ho could not find a station open 
'on the entire north Oregon coast. 
; In Burns, Ore., police asked motorists 
•coming In to carry a can of spare gaso- 
)lno and not expect to find any stations 
open all night. 
: AKCO STATIONS and independents In 
^Oregon appeared to be hardest hit. State 
•police reported gas prices at Klamath 
Falls climbed from 39.9 to 47.9 cents a 
gallon, although that appeared to be the 


only major Increase. 


In California, stations along Highway 


50 between Sacramento and Lake Tahoe 
were rationing gas or reducing their 
hours. A Chevron station near South 
Lake Tahoe posted a sign: "Out of Gas. 
Reopen June 1." Three out five stations 
at on off-ramp area on Highway 50 were 
closed last Saturday. 


Near El Dorado Hills, a high school 


student parked across the street from a 
closed Gulf station, siphoned gasoline 
from his own tank and sold it at 90 cents 
a gallon. 


Many stations in Washington state 


were limiting customers to 10 gallons or 
planning to close early. But others said 
they had enough gasoline. 


IN MIAMI, some stations imposed 10- 


gallon or $3 limits. One BP station even 
had a $3 limit, except for "regular cus- 
tomers." 


But other Miami stations that do a 


largo volume basis were not worried 
about supplies being cut. 


"We do over a million gallons a year," 


a Shell attendant said. "And Shell says 
they'll supply us even if smaller stations 
fall short. This Is a gold mine."

ation of the lottery. They, would, among 
other things, license sellers of lattery 
tickets, who could not operate as ticket 
sellers as their sole occupation. Each 
would be subjected to credit and police- 
record checks. A total of 7,000 ticket-sell- 
ers would be licensed and proceeds col- 
lected by them would be turned over to 
local banks for distribution to the state. 


Those 7,000 ticket-sellers, Glorgi esti- 


mates, would bring in enough money to 
furnish the state $1 million a week and to 
give the lucky winners another $1 mil- 
lion, to be distributed as the commission 
decides. 


THAT WOULD be the net payoff after 


paying the ticket agents 5 per cent of the 
gross income as commissions and spend- 
ing another 5 per cent on costs for print- 
ing, delivery of tickets, and other admin- 
istrative costs. 


The governor would have direct control 


over that money spent for administering 
the lottery, Walker said. The governor 
would receive copies of the minutes of 
every commission meeting, and no ac- 
tion would be final until he approved It. 


"If he is suspicious of any printing con- 


tract, any delivery contract, or any tick- 
et agent, he can simply veto that ac- 
tion," Giorgl said. 


"If the governor gets a good commis- 


sion — and with Senate approval, he's 
protected — then he's got no problems," 
said Glorgi. "If he gets a bad commis- 
sion, he can veto anything It does."

Pennsylvania are thus far the states that 
have gone into the lottery business. New 
York has taken the extra step and gone 
into OTB — Off Track Betting — with 
state run and sanctioned betting parlors 
offering gambling to everyone. 


In any case, state lotteries must abide 


by what some state lottery operators call 
the "archaic" federal laws which regu- 
late all gambling. Federal laws ban the 
use of the mails for lotteries, and forbid 
lotteries In bars, In out of state business- 
es and prohibit advertising lotteries on 
radio or television. 


NEVERTHELESS, even with these re- 


strictions, New Jersey began its first 
year of a state lottery with gross sales of 
about $140 million for 12 months with at 
least 30 per cent of that sum going to the 
state's schools. 


By all accounts, a state lottery Is a 


huge moneymaker for the state, but only 
if it is run properly and only if the law- 
makers who want one can get past tradi- 
tional attitudes that the state should stay 
out of what some people still consider a 
sinful activity. 


Lotteries really became popular in 17th 


Century England, and as early as 1569 
Queen Elizabeth I gave her backing to a 
lottery.

In 1964 
New Hampshire created a state lottery 
and quickly took in $11 million in the 
first few years. More Importantly, the Is- 
sue of a state lottery has survived four 
separate referenda aimed at abolishing 
it. The last referendum upheld the state 
lottery by margins of 6 to 1.

Attendance and betting are down at 


Arlington Park Race Track so far this 
season, despite early hopes and pre- 
dictions from track owners for a good 
meeting. 


Arlington Park officials Friday refused 


to comment on whether they would apply 
for the 27 racing dates assigned to Wil- 
liam Miller, president of the Balmoral 
Jockey Club, who has been ordered to 
divest his racing interests by the Illinois 
Racing Board. 


The additional dates could moke the 


difference between finishing ahead, in- 
stead of behind last year's attendance 
and betting figures for Arlington Park, 


which was forced into an unseasonable 
April 24th opening by a lame duck racing 
board. 


THEY ALSO would not comment onthe 


track's vital statistics — betting and at- 
tendance. But the figures, through the 
first 25 days of racing, speak for them- 
selves. 


Attendance at Arlington Park thus far 


this year is 16.32 per cent below that for 
the first 25 days of the 1972 season which 
opened May 31. Betting Is down 9.18 per 
cent. 


The 1973 Arlington season is also run- 


ning behind the 1972 meeting at Haw- 
thorne Race Track which last year cov- 


Cat, dog license renewal 
coming up on Friday 


All Wheeling cats and dogs arc due to 


have their licenses renewed by June 1, 
under a village ordinance passed in Feb- 
ruary. 


In the past, licenses expired one year 


after purchase. Village officials changed 
the system, saying It was unwieldy be- 
cause of the extra paperwork required. 


Village Clerk Evelyn Dlens said be- 


cause of the change to an annual licens- 
ing date, the village has been waiting to 
renew expired pet licenses. 


WHEELING POLICE said they have a 


list of persons who have previously regis- 
tered their pets with the village. The 
police will begin contacting persons on 
the list who do not register by June 1. 


The license tag for both cats and dogs 


costs $2.23. Persons who do not register 
their pets arc subject to a $5 fine, which 
Is raised to $10 if not paid on time. Pet 
owners, who do not register, must buy a 
license before they can pay their fine. 


The village clerk said the change to 


annual licensing has also delayed en- 
forcement of a new ordinance requiring 
cats to bo licensed by the village. Al- 
though the ordinance was passed lost 
September, few cats have been licensed.

Annex, zoning 
plea review set 
for dealership 


A request for annexation and a zoning 


variation to allow operation of an au- 
tomobile dealership near Buffalo Grove 
and Dundee roads will bo reviewed 
tonight by the Buffalo Grove Village 
Board. 


The 3.94-acre site for the project Is on 


the cast side of Buffalo Grove Road, just 
north of Dundee Road, in unincorporated 
Cook County. The C. W. Marquardt Co., 
who made the request, has asked the vil- 
lage to zone the property B-4 for busi- 
ness. 


Village zoning ordinances will not al- 


low B-4 zoning on property less than four 
acres. If the village wishes, however, it 
can give the company a variation on the 
present zoning which will allow construc- 
tion of the dealership. 


The company said the petition to annex 


into the village Is contingent on getting 
the necessary zoning. This is because B-4 
zoning is the only zoning which will allow 
operation of an automobile dealership.

Hey girls, the Marines want youi

What's the hardest part of a Woman 


Marine Corps recruiter's job? 


"Convincing people that women ma- 


rines arc not just women who are fat, 
ugly or for some reason couldn't make It 
on the outside," responds Sgt. Raylene 
Blackwell. 


"There are really a lot of fallacies 


about us," laments the pert, dark-haired 
21-year-old. "People meet me at parties 
and they say 'You're a Marine? You 
don't look like one,' and things like that." 


In the three months Sgt. Blackwell has 


served as the Chicago area Woman Ma- 
rine Corps recruiter, she has enlisted 
three girls. The number is about aver- 
age, she said. 


"We're maybe slower to get girls than 


some of the other services because girls 
Just haven't heard of us," she said. "A 
lot of girls I talk to say they've checked 
Into the other services, but they didn't 
know the Woman Marine Corps existed." 


SGT. BLACKWELL said the Woman 


Marine Corps offers all the same jobs to 
women available In the other services 
except occupations in the medical and 
dental fields. 


Compared to past years, Sgt. Black- 


well said, female enlistment in the corps 
is Increasing. She feels women's lib is 
part of the reason. 


"I think it's put more emphasis on the 


services because they're one place where 
there are equal opportunities right down

"Women get the same pay, the same 


promotions and everything else," Sgt. 
Blackwell said. "In fact, we get all the 
same benefits without having to go into 
combat." 


THE CURRENT state of the job mar- 


ket also has affected service enlistments, 
she added. 


"Girls come to me and say they've 


tried to get jobs but just couldn't, or they 
found a job but had to really start out at 
the bottom," Sgt. Blackwell said. "In the 
service, a woman gets good training and 
starts out equal to everyone else. Plus, 
she can use that training when she gets 
out." 


The creation of a volunteer army has 


opened up several job areas for women, 
also increasing the attractiveness of the 
services, she added. For the first time, 
women may go into the fields of aviation, 
mechanics and radio. 


However, for most women, the lure of 


travel remains the biggest reason for en- 
tering the service, according to Sgt. 
Blackwell. 


"WHEN I ASK girls why they want to 
join, most of them usually say they want 


to travel and they feel it would be ex- 
citing," she said. "I don't shortchange 
them," she added, "I tell them the truth 
about everything. For example, I tell 
them boot camp basic training is not an 
easy road, but it's not that hard." 


Stressing that boot camp for Woman 


Marine Corps recruits does not approach 
boot camp for men, Sgt. Blackwell said 
the emphasis for the eight-week course is 
on mental rather than physical devel- 
opment. The women recruits are trained 
in military procedures, first aid, nutri- 
tion, good grooming and they participate 
in some physical education classes. 


Sgt. Blackwell said when she talks to a 


potential recruit, she tries to determine 
as much as possible what she is like as a 
person. She looks at the recruit's family 
background and the sort .of work she 
would be best suited for. No two girls are 
alike, she said, and no two have the 
same reason for joining. 


"I take each girl on an individual 


basis," Sgt. Blackwell said of the girls 
she meets and talks with at schools from 
the Northwest suburbs to Rockford to 
Aurora. Many times, her job includes 
convincing the recruit's parents that 
joining the Woman's Marine Corps is a 
good path for their daughter to follow, 
said the St. Louis native. 


"A lot of parents hve some of the 


wrong ideas about the service, especially 
fathers, based on World War II experi- 
ences or something," she said. "But 
when they see the benefits we offer, they 
change their minds." 


TO ENLIST into the Woman Marine 


Corps, a girl must be between the ages 
of 18 and 28, unmarried with no depend- 
ents, have a high school diploma or the 
equivalent, good moral character, good 
health and able to pass a written test. 
Recruits under 21 may enter the Corps 
with parental consent. They may enlist 
for two, three or four years. 


To match the relatively young recruits 


that are presently entering the service, 
Sgt. Blackwell said recruiters are getting 
younger, too. Most of them are in their 
early twenties, she said. 


Sgt. Blackwell originally enlisted for 


three years after graduating from high 
school in 1970. Two years later, she re- 
enlisted and she says she still loves the 
corps. 


"I wanted to recruit because it gives 


me the chance to translate something I 
love for someone else," she said. "I'm 
emotional and I get involved,"' she 
added. "The best part of my job is know- 
ing I've given a girl a start on a good 
road. Even if she doesn't enlist, If I'm 
sure I've given her something to think 
about, I feel good."

Senate OKs bill 
to license builders 


A bill to license building contractors 


has been passed by the Illinois Senate. 


Sponsored by Sen. David J. Rcgncr, 


It-Mount Prospect, the bill passed Thurs- 
day creates the Residential Contractors 
Licensing Act. It would require registra- 
tion and licensing of all persons engaged 
In the residential construction Industry in 
Illinois. 


The bill would not regulate persons 


who are already required to be licensed 
as a condition of performing their skills. 
Mechanical specialty contractors not pri- 
marily engaged in homcbullding are also 
excluded from the act. 


The act would create a Residential 


Contractors Licensing Board composed 
of homcbullders, which would prepare li- 
censing examinations. Grounds for sus- 
pension and revocation of licenses and 
Investigation of complaints against li- 
cense holders are also set forth in the 
act. 


to hear their leaders lay it on the line 
about Watergate.

The remaining half is pledged 
to pay off more of the debts to telephone 
companies, airlines and such. 


LAST WEEK'S party fund-raiser at the 


Washington Hilton Hotel raised more 
than $1 million, topping by a quarter of a 
million the amount grossed by the GOP 
at a similar event two weeks ago. And 
the Democrats did it by charging $500 a 
plate compared to a $1,000 tab imposed 
by the Republicans. 


The Democrats are aware of public cy- 


nicism over the corrupting Influence of 
money In politics because of Watergate. 
Watergate, according to Democratic 
fund-raiser Walter Shorenstein of Califor- 
nia, will make politicians cautious of 
money "that's out to buy something."

The weather was warm and sun- 
ny, and four record times were run — 
though just two were recognized as offi- 
cial because of occasional winds stronger 
than the maximum allowance of two me- 
ters per hour. 


But next year ... wow! It'll be a re- 


cruiting haven for college coaches unless 
the superstar preps announce their defi- 
nite Intentions before the state meet (as 
Virgin did this year; he'll enroll at the U. 
of Illinois). 


In 1974, fans can look forward to seeing 


not only White threaten Kelly's revered 
mark (a national one at the time, since 
broken), but also Johnson go after his 
brother's 15-0% pole vault mark again, 
East Pcorla sophomore Jim Elckcn fol- 
low on the heels of Virgin and Lincoln- 
Way's Dave Merrick In the distances, 
and Rolling Meadows junior John Sloan 
aspire for the state shot put crown. 


Sloan's 60-foot toss two weeks ago was 


second-best In the state all year, trailing 
only the state winning mark of 62-2. 


Elcken has two years to break the 


records of 8:41.6 (national two-mile by 
Steve Prcfontaine), Virgin's new state 
mark of 8:42.6, the state mile standard of 
4:07.1 and all-time best of 4:03.5. He'll 
also be a marked man, obviously, in the 
state cross country championships the 
next two years. 


Why? Well, because It's almost un- 


heard of for a sophomore to run 0:06 In 
the two-mile, which Elckcn did In finish- 
ing second to Virgin Saturday. 


Which brings up another point — noth- 


ing new but still always amazing — how 
do the preps keep getting better every 
year? You'd think there would be a limit 
for boys their age, but records keep fall- 
ing year after year. 


Two years ago it was thought that no 


one would ever break the two-mile 
record of Lincoln-Way's Dave Merrick 


(8:48.9). Virgin did this year and Eicken 
appears likely to follow suit. The same 
was true of Howard Jones' sprint records 
for Evanston — eclipsed In one year by 
Mike McFarland of Parker. And so it 
goes in just about every event. 


By the way, It wouldn't be surprising 


to see Virgin, McFarland and possibly 
Tim Johnson in the summer Olympic 
Games in 1976, the way they're progress- 
ing. And who knows what others might 
come along from Illinois, of even the Chi- 
cago area.

future Hllnl, but he was a completely 
spent and disappointed young man after 
losing by a second to a rested BUI Fritz 
In the mile.

I wanted to get the 
record in front of people who will be my 
fans for the next four years. 


"This race (the mile) took more out of 


me than any race in my life. I've never 
gotten this sick. If nothing else, I just 
wanted to show I had the guts to come 
back and run again. For a while I 
thought I could take Fritz, but he had a 
good stretch and I didn't start my kick 
soon enough." 


Area fans con look forward to seeing 


Virgin try for the national two-mile mark 
again at the International meet at Pros- 
pect Saturday, June 9. He declared that 
will again be his goal on that day.

Rectal exams urged for those over 45 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I would like your 


advice on two questions. 


How Important and necessary are 


proctoscope examinations — say done on 
a routine physical even though there are 
no bowel or rectal problems? I am a 47- 
year-old female who has an exam yearly 
and also a rectal examination done at 
this time, along with a female exam- 
ination. I have heard pros and cons on 
this. It I* a $25 expense that makes me 
wonder how Important is this. 


Also, since I find myself allergic to 


wheat germ oil and my doctor says vita- 
min E Is all right to take, what con I 
use? Is a synthetic vitamin B just 
as good? What arc your thoughts on vita- 
min E. 


Dear Reader — There Is a sufficient 


likelihood of having significant disease in 
the rectum and colon area that no medi- 
cal examination is complete without at 
least a rectal examination by finger. A 
large number of cancers of the rectum 
are within reach of the physician's exam- 
ining finger. If they are detected early, 
they can usually be cured. If they are not 
detected sufficiently early, the outcome 
is less optimistic. 


Whether or not one needs to then use 


the proctoslgmoldoscope tube and exam- 
ine also the lower part of the colon, is a 
matter of opinion. Certainly in individ- 
uals post 45 I think they should have one 
relatively frequently. Of course, if there 
is any history of bowel problems then 


Sickle cell blood tests 
found not fully 
effective 


Blood tests used In mass screening pro- 


grams for slclo cell anemia have not de- 
tected all the abnormal blood traits that 
can be genetically transmitted and cause 
serious health problems, a report said. 


The report, by Dr. Robert M. Schmidt 


of the Center for Disease Control of the 
U.S. Public Health Service, was publish- 
ed in the current Issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 


"With well over 100 screening pro- 


grams now in existence, wo arc already 
too late to prevent past errors," Schmidt 
sold. "There Is still time, however, for 
screening programs to change methods 
that will allow Identification of the clini- 
cally Important abnormal hemoglobins 


abnormal blood traits." 


The study called for national uniform 


screening methods to insure genetic 
counselors have full Information when in- 
forming potential parents of the risks in- 
volved. 


"THERE IS LITTLE question that 


sickle cell screening should be done," 
Schmidt said. The disease affects at least 
one In each 500 black Infants, he said. 


A 1967 census showed 1,155 new cases 


of sickle cell anemia that year. The 
sickle cell trait Is present in 8 to 14 per 
cent of American blacks, but the trait 
causes the disease in the offspring of a 
relatively small portion of the carriers, 
tho report sold.

such an examination is definitely in- 
dicated. 


If money and the time of both the doc- 


tor and the patient were no object, why 
then I would say that all adults probably 
should have such an examination. The 
number of people in the younger age 
groups who would be found with signifi- 
cant problems would be small, but if 
you're doing a complete examination you 
want to find even those small numbers of 
individuals who have problems. 


We did require all of the candidates for 


the Astronaut Program to have such an 
examination. A number of these young 
men were found to have polyps, which 
were removed. All of these individuals 
were 35 years of age or younger. 


With the Increased likelihood of having 


cancer or other problems with Increasing 
age you have to decide whether the yield 
is worth the effort both in the patient's 
and the doctor's point of view. No doubt 
a number of doctors feel that one should 
be done for everyone on each exam- 
ination past age 40. Others might choose 
45 and some 50, but all knowledgeable 
doctors would agree that a plain, simple 
rectal examination (which shouldn't cost 
925) should be part of any regular com- 
plete examination. 


Most people get enough vitamin E

of World Records is thoroughgoing 
enough to list the longest sustained at- 
tacks of hiccoughing eight years, sneez- 
ing 155 days and yawning five weeks.

"If Romeo and Juliet had lived, it never 
would have lasted." 


Somehow trying to picture Romeo and 


Juliet in divorce court makes their story 
less tragic. 


Still worth a good teen-age cry — but 


not a new high water mark.

I was suddenly time-tunneled 
back nearly 500 years. 


Jim had detoured us Into a tiny, nar-

I stood there in that secluded ghostly 


corner of yesterday listening to the muf- 
fled buzz of the frantic 20th-century 
world outside. Eerie! 


I FOUND lots of contrasts on our canal 


ride. Narrow, gabled old 17-th Century 
picture-book houses — modern archi- 
tecture of new office buildings — and an 
odd assortment of houseboats (1800 of 
them) — including a wild one handmade 
by an American hippie that really makes 
the foreign tourists crane their necks and 
stare. 


Manja Jordans, our pretty tourist of- 


fice hostess, also pointed out a brand 
new modern bank built right on the wa- 
ter.

quipped. 


Keeping cars out of Amsterdam's can- 


als (more miles of them than in Venice) 
is one of the city's perennial problems. 
In spite of constant erection of guard 
rails, about 50 vehicles are doused every 
year. Luckily, most of the canals are 
shallow. 


I stood on a busy corner at 5:30 p.m. 


one evening and watched the rush hour 
traffic zoom by. What a contrast in the 
faces of the wide assortment of people 
speeding past on bicycles. 


WHEN A CITY boasts of having more 


bikes than ony other in the world {they 


actually out-number the people) it's not 
surprising to see such a variety of riders. 


Prim grandmas, dignified executives 


and bankers, shapely young office girls, 
students, and Dutch housewives back 
from a last-minute shopping spree pe- 
daled past me at amazing speeds. 


Prices in Holland are among the most 


reasonable in Europe this summer. The 
first-class Krasnapolsky Hotel (a famous 
landmark) is $20 to $23 for a single and 
$31 to $36 for a double, which includes a 
hearty Dutch breakfast. 


Some hotels — such as the Golden Tu- 


lip chain — feature tourist menus with 
set prices of about $3 for a full-course 
menu. 


THANKS to the Netherlands National 


Tourist Office many restaurants all over 
Holland feature tourist menu meals. 


A canal ride in a bubble-topped cruiser 


costs a little more than three Dutch guil- 
ders — or about $1.30, and you can rent a 
car for around $7 a day. 


One of the best and cheapest ways to 


get around Amsterdam is by riding the 
city's amazing public transit on which 
you can use a discounted all-day pass — 
or 50-cent six-ride ducats you get from a 
vending machine and pop into a self-ser- 
vice canceling machine at the rear of the 
tram. 


KLM really hit the nail on the head

AMSTERDAM - Of all the "sur- 


prises" I discovered on my recent trip to 
Holland, the price of food was one of the 
most pleasant. 


In these days of battling the rising cost 


of what we cat, It's a rare treat to bo a 
happy glutton and find it Inexpensive. 


I'd heard about the famous hale and 


hearty "Dutch breakfast" — but ex- 
periencing It is something else. 


At the Krasnopolsky Hotel this mighty 


meal is served buffet style with a long 
table piled high with plenty of warm 
rolls and slices of a half-dozen different 
kinds of white and brown breads — fresh 
country butter and varied jams — plates 
of Dutch cheese and ham — and lots of 
rousing good coffee. (Some of tho best 
we've ever tasted In Europe.) 


Happy thought. All over Holland a 


Dutch "ontbijt" of this kind Is nearly al- 
ways Included In your hotel bill. 


AFTER SUCH A whopping breakfast 


you'd think we might be tempted to for- 
get about lunch. The Dutch would never 
allow that! 


Off wo trotted to one of the famous 


Inexpensive "broodjcswlnkels" — Van 
Dobben's, 5 Korte Rcgullcrsdwarstroat. 


Tho liny, immaculate place was pack- 


ed with working people on their lunch 
hour, but wo squeezed through the throng 
up to the glassed-in case to look over an 
Inviting array of cold meats, cheese, 
sausage, llverwurst, smoked fish and 
other mouth-watering spreads that are 
added to the "broodjcs" — or soft rolls. 


At tho suggestion of a pretty Dutch 


girl, I chose a "tartarc" — a liberal 
serving of raw hamburger delicately 
sprinkled with bits of fresh onion. With 
this I had a bowl of Incomparable Dutch 
pea soup and a cup of coffee. My whole 
lob was less than $2. 


WHILE DRIVING through the coun- 


tryside of Holland we stopped occasion- 
ally at delightful "mama-and-papa" type 
"broodjcswlnkcls" and snack shops in 
small towns where prices are even lower 
— and the variety of food combinations 
just as overwhelming. 


Dinner in Holland is an elaborate occa-

slon. Our first night In Amsterdam we 
dined at the intimate, atmospheric Gold- 
en Eeuw, on Kelzersgracht. The poached 
fish — with a perfect blend of curry — 
was some of the best I've ever eaten. 


Whether or not you happen to be a rice 


lover no American should visit Holland 
without trying their world-famous "rij- 
sttafel." Translated, that's rice table and 
it's pronounced rye-staffel. 


In case you've forgotten, the Dutch and 


Indonesians have been closely associated 
for 300 years — ever since .the "spice 
islands" were occupied by the Dutch ear- 
ly in the 17th Century. 


Consequently, Indonesian cooking is 


popular wherever you travel In the Neth- 
erlands. 


WE ENJOYED our Indonesian "cere- 


monial feast" at the Indonesia Restau- 
rant, 550 Slngel. 


The meal consisted of an almost unbe- 


lievable, dizzying procession of small 
platters of native dishes to be eaten with 
the rice — which is served in a large 
platter in the center of the table. 


There must be up to 50 of these 


"courses" (we didn't count), which come 
to you in groups of six or seven little 
platters. 


The wisest way to attack it, we were 


told, Is to allow yourself only ONE taste 
of each dish. 


More advice — don't hurry it. And 


make sure you have lots of something 
cold to drink on the table all through the 
meal. That good Dutch beer works 
great! 


WHAT DOES A spread of this kind 


cost? In a really plush and fancy "rij- 
sttofcl" restaurant you'll probably pay 
around $7 for your exotic 18 to 20-course 
dinner — and that includes the 15 per 
cent service charge. 


The hospitable Dutch wont no one to go 


hungry in their country. The richness 
and flavor of their food is no help at all 
to calorie counters. 


However, should you stay for an ex- 


tended visit — and need it — we learned 
they do have a chapter of Weight Watch- 
ers!

The Streets of Yesterday, one of a va- 


riety of attractions at the sprawling 
House on the Rock, Spring Green, Wis., 
continues to expand, with new "old" 
shops and antique displays now open for 
spring and summer visitors. 


Newest additions on a stroll down the 


red-brick street include a hotel of the 
1880s, carriage house, blacksmith shop, 
woodcarver's shop, lamp and china 
shops. Started two years ago, the Streets 
of Yesterday, flanked by quaint shops 
of the 1880s, also features Grandma's 
House, the shieriff's office, fire house 
drug store and frontier jail, plus a bar- 
ber shop, two toy stores and an old clock 
shop. In mid-summer, the Streets of Yes- 
terday will open into the Music of Yes- 
terday, which will be developed into one 
of the world's largest collections of auto- 
matic — and operable — musical in- 
struments. 


THE HOUSE on the Rock, perched 


atop Deershelter, a 100,000'ton chimney 
rock, towering 450 feet above the pictu- 
resque Wyoming Valley near Spring 
Green, was designed and built by a Wis- 
consin sculptor, Alex Jordan, who origi- 
nally planned it as a studio retreat. 


The spectacular house features carpet- 


ed rooms in a dozen levels of rock, can- 
ted windows suspended at 45 degree 
angles, offering a spectacular view up to 
30 miles, huge fireplaces, waterfalls and 
wildlife ponds. 


Exotic staircases,'solariums, dens, and 


patios above the tree tops greet visitors 
at almost every turn. 


In the beginning, the House on the 


Rock was planned as a retreat for Jor- 
dan, who, over a period of 20 years, per- 
sonally carried quarried rocks from 
nearby sandstone bluffs to the top of his 
hide-a-way, where he welded them to 
Deershelter, with 500 tons of mortar and 
more than two miles of steel cable. 


NOW, AFTER several expansions, the 


House on the Rock includes the Main 
House on the Rock, Gate House, Water 
Garden, Mill House and Streets of Yes- 
terday. 


Surrounded by 300,000 trees and 


shrubs, the House on the Rock also fea- 
tures huge trees in the interior, which 
originally grew out of the rock and were 
left undisturbed. Branches now stretch 
across entire rooms and tree trunks 
reach through and above the roof. 


The House on the Rock, which opened 


for the season on April 1, is open every 
day of the week, between 9 a.m. - 5 p.m. 
Admission rate for adults, Monday 
through Saturday, is $2.25 and $2.50 on 
Sundays and holidays. Children 12 and 
under are admitted for 75 cents at all 
times.

DuBrow on TV...by Rick DuBrow 
Watergate pool coverage 
laid to big advertising losses

HOLLYWOOD - The decision of the 


commercial television networks to take 
turns broadcasting live coverage of the 
Senate Watergate hearings — Instead of 
offering almost Identical simultaneous 
telecasts — classifies as corporate tact. 


By their decision, the networks can 


claim they are maintaining coverage — 
and yet reduce considerably the kind of 
advertising revenue losses they have ab- 
sorbed in the first five days of the hear- 
ings, when their live telecasts aside from 
analysis, interviews and the like were 
carbon copies. 


Although many viewers predictably 


complained because the hearings pre-em- 
pted such programs as soap operas and 
game shows, you can be sure it was the 
loss of advertising money rather than 
viewer protests that had the larger im- 
pact on the networks. The networks also 
wanted the soapers and game shows 
, back on, but for different reasons than 
viewers. 


At any rate, these protesters now will 


be somewhat mollified, and the networks 
have made a public relations gesture to- 
ward them with the statement, in their 
announcement, that the upcoming rota- 
tion experiment will "provide the public 
with a wider choice of television fare." 


THE NETWORKS experiment may 


have certain psychological effects on 
viewers. On one hand, the reduction of 
the number of video stations carrying 
the hearings will lessen, somewhat 
the 
Impact of the happenings on 


the home screen. On the other hand, the 
same reduction in duplication might ease 
the Impression of a non-stop, omnipre- 
sent barrage of details and com- 
plications, thus making the coverage 
seem less exhausting and offputting to 
some televiewers. 


All the networks are emphasizing that 


their rotation plan is on experiment — 
and, they say, "can be terminated at the 
request of any network at the end of any 
hearing week." An Initial drawing deter- 
mined that NBC-TV will carry live the 
next scheduled hearings session, June 5. 
On June 6, CBS-TV does the chores, and 
on June 7, ABC-TV. 


Two other points In the three-network 


announcement: "Any network may pro- 
vide complete or partial live or recorded 
broadcasts on the days when it does not 
have the primary broadcast responsi- 
bility." This would allow a network to 
cut in for highlights it doesn't want a 
competitor to have exclusive coverage. 
And: "Any television station that desires 
to carry the broadcast of the network 
having primary responsibility for that 
day may do so under customary pool 
feed arrangements." 


And speaking of Watergate and tele- 


vision, one of the central figures in the 
case, James McCord, is scheduled to be 
Interviewed on CBS-TV's "Face the Na- 
tion" this coming Sunday. 


In another video news development, 


NBC-TV says it is cancelling Its plans for 
live coverage of the June 30 solar ecl- 
ipse, which was to be broadcast by the 
network as it occurred over Kenya. Says 
NBC-TV: "The cancellation comes be- 
cause of the unavailability of the planned 
Earth station — which is committed to 
covering the splashdown of the Skylab 
astronauts — and the unavailability of 
alternatives at this late date." 


In the area of late-night video pro- 


gramming, meanwhile, Marlon Brando, 
who declined his best-actor Oscar for 
"The Godfather," citing the treatment of 
American Indians in films and off the 
screen, is scheduled to be the sole guest 
on Dick Cavett's 80-minute ABC-TV 
series June 12.

state's attorney, recently resigned 
from the $29,500 a year job he has 
held in the assessor's office for the 
past two years.

Despite the atmosphere of secre- 


cy and political chicanery that has 
pervaded the assessor's office for 
i'cars. Tully compiled an impres- 
sive record of accomplishments. 
'* Among the more notable reforms 
)rc instituted were: The switch in 
.assessment procedure from "re- 
productive value" to a system of 
'determining fair market value and 
the policy of open disclosure of as- 
sessment methods and results. 
; Tully also started procedures 


that allow assessments to be com- 
pleted on time; recruited young, 
professional employes; and opened 
the door to tax relief through ad- 
ministration action. 


It Is unfortunate for the tax- 


payers of Cook County that Tully 
left his post and his important 
work to return to private law prac- 
tice. 


Impressive as his work was, it 


had only just begun — for the re- 
forms 
will be rendered mean- 


ingless unless someone of profes- 
sionalism and integrity sees that 
they are continued. 


That is where Swain comes in, 


hopefully. 


It appears he has the ability and 


character to continue the reform 
process. 


Swain, 45, served from 1961 to 


1967 as an assistant state's attor- 
ney 
specializing in assessment 


matters and representing the coun- 
ty in assessment litigation. He has 
also served with a social welfare 
agency and, expectedly recognizes 
the concerns of small property 
owners. 


Swain has promised to carry out 


the reforms Tully started and we 
arc optimistic he will do just that. 
There is much work still to be done 
in the office — most of which cen- 
ters on the absolute necessity to 
make public the entire assessment 
system, how it works and its re- 
sults. 


Until that work is completed the 


assessor's office will remain sus- 
pect, and rightfully so, in view of 
past performance. 


We hope Swain assumes the lead- 


ership role created by Tully and 
demonstrates Tully's resignation 
docs not mean the assessor's office 
will return to "business as usual."

WASHINGTON — Oil companies are 


cooperating to get fuel Into gasoline- 
pinched form areas to keep tractors run- 
ning under the government's new volun- 
tary fuel allocation program, an Interior 
Department official says. 


Although tho program Is only a few 


days old, Duke R. Llgon told the House 
Agriculture Committee last week, It ap- 
pears to be working. 


Llgon said one typical set of situations 


Involves areas where major firms have 
closed down service stations or "pulled 
out" by ending contracts with dis- 
tributors. 


In such cases, Llgon said, the Interior 


Department's Office of Oil and Gas urges 
tho supplier to exchange stocks with 
firms remaining in the area so they can 
take up the stack for essential customers 
Including farmers. 


Companies Involved have demonstra- 


ted a willingness to comply under this 
voluntary plan, Llgon said. 


"JUST YESTERDAY In Idaho they 


worked out a situation like this and got a 
supply to farmers. 


In that case and others, they're not 


getting everything they asked for, but 
farmers arc getting 80 to 90 per cent of 
what they asked for," ho said. 


Stephen A. Wakcfleld, assistant secre- 


tary of the Interior. Joined Llgon In say- 
Ing that the allocation program would bo 
mado mandatory if necessary, but that It 


appeared the voluntary system would 
succeed in getting supplies to vital in- 
dustries like agriculture. 


Sen. Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., disagreed. 


Curtis told the House committee he 
doubted the voluntary system would be 
able to avoid form-crippling fuel short- 
ages. And Chairman W. R. Poage, 
D-Tcx., of tho House panel agreed later 
he has "serious doubts" the voluntary 
system will work. 


Wakcfleld said it currently appears to- 


tal U.S. gasoline supplies this summer 
will run 1 to 2 per cent below demand. 
But shortages will not be spread evenly 
across the nation and will probably be 
worst in the Midwest, he sold. He told a 
newsman that "priority" uses like farm 
equipment will be kept supplied by the 
allocation plan, but that pleasure drivers 
may be unable to get all the gas they 
want in shortage areas. 


WAKEFIELD ALSO reported that: 
• There is not likely to be any short- 


age of dicscl fuel for farm tractors this 
summer. 


• Despite a tight natural gas supply 


situation, there will not be any shortage 
for fertilizer manufacture this year. 


• The gasoline pinch, part of a broad- 


er energy crisis, will lost for some years 
until new energy sources can be devel- 
oped. In the interim, widespread use of 
energy conservation programs will be 
necessary to avoid shortages for essen- 
tial uses. 


Value of making a will

• Inventory your ei.tate — know ex- 


actly what your assets include and their 
value. 


• Consider making gifts of some as- 


sets before death.

Big poiver company exec 
discusses the energy crunch 


Arthur J. Santry Jr., president and 


chief executive of Combustion Engineer- 
ing Inc. (C-E), a big energy-related com- 
pany, was Interviewed by UPI recently 
on the energy crunch. 


In the Interview, Santry contends ener- 


gy shortages could hit the country In the 
mid 70s. 


Q. Let's awtimo that the United Slates 


and the rrit of the world eventually will 
go from conventional to nuclear power. 
W hen will this be possible? 


A. Wo expect that by the year 2000 


fully half the energy in the United States 
will bo generated by nuclear power 
plants. By 1980 about 130-140,000 mega- 
watts or 21 per cent of total generating 
capacity should be provided by nuclear 
power with 63 per cent in fossil and the 
remaining 14 per cent from hydroelectric 
or other forms of generation. 


Q. What Is the future for coal in the 


next few year*? 


A. Wo feel tho United States must find 


a way to use its coal resources. We know 
that at a minimum this nation has 300 
year's supply of coal. 


Wo know wo must find a form of 


"clean" coal, or a way to get gas from 
coal, sometime during the next few 
years. 


Our industry must find ways to meet 


the demand for power by using all of 
these fuels In a manner compatible with 
environmental concern. 


Q. Recently we've been aware of pub- 


lic opinion polls on the public's feelings 
about business, and they Indicate a dra- 
matic drop in public confidence in busi- 
ness. Do you listen to such polls? 


A. They're probably accurate In reflec- 


ting a trend. This doesn't surprise me too 
much. It also doesn't surprise me that 
we have not done a good job in selling 
ourselves. When a big company gets ex- 
posed doing things that none of us ad- 
mires, It brushes off on all of us. 


If the majority of the people really 


thought business was generally unsavo- 
ry, this would be very serious. But It 
doesn't appear to me that we are In this 
position yet. There are still enough com- 
panies and businessmen who are con- 
cerned about the nation and Its people, 
and who are trying to Improve the situ- 
ation.

A will should be re- 
viewed annually or when the maker's 
circumstances — or those of potential 
heirs — undergo any major change," 
Bowler concluded.

Dear Dorothy: Help! My white vinyl 


purse which I stored last fall came into 
contact with a calendar. The purse ab- 
sorbed some of the color which I haven't 
been able to get off. Even full-strength 
bleach hasn't worked. Any suggestions!

There are all kinds of vinyl — some 


more porous than others. If the stain has 
gone under the surface, there's not much 
you can do. You have nothing to lose so 
you might try various suggestions sent in 
by others. 


One used hair spray and another a liq- 


uid detergent spray with total success. 
One reader sent along several vinyl sam- 
ples and I stained them with everything 
possible. Trichloroethane, naphtha and 
lighter fluid worked well on all of them. I 
was told that brake fluid took off a vinyl 
upholstery stain after a visit to a service 
station — and it worked, too. Nail polish 
remover without acetone has also been 
effective. 


You can try any of these but, remem- 


ber, dye is hard to remove. If nothing 
works, you might try what one reader 
finally did: Paint stained vinyl with a 
water-base acrylic shoe color.

A woman, a man and a people 


Ruth /Jayan's story afeo Israel's 


by HELEN HENNESSY 


NEW YORK - (NBA) - When you 


look at Ruth Dayan you see beauty. 


It's there in the clear eyes, the healthy 


glowing skin. It shines through when she 
talks with zest about Israel, the land she 
helped to build. With sadness she speaks 
of its problems today. About her own 
personal life and her divorce from Moshe 
Dayan, Israel's charismatic defense min- 
ister, she is matter of fact. And her new- 
ly published book, "And Perhaps . . .," 
(Harcourt Brace Javonovlch) is a diary 
of country and the people who helped 
make it a place to call home. It is not a 
plea for sympathy. 


"The book was nearly finished before 


my divorce," Ruth said. "I wrote it be- 
cause I felt there was so much forgotten 
about the roles people played when Is- 
rael was growing. Even our children 
don't understand." And so she wrote the 
story of back-breaking life on the farms, 
kibbutz life where children and parents 
of many nationalities lived together and 
the children were cared for while parents 
contributed their efforts towards making 
a land of red clay and rock lush and 
productive. 


IT'S A BOOK well worth reading be- 


cause, without excessive drama, it tells 
the story of a determined people from 
many parts of the world meeting a 
seemingly insurmountable challenge and 
conquering it. Yet it Is the personal story 
of Ruth and Moshe, too, and how they 
grew as individuals in their respective 
roles while their marriage — in spite of 
and not because of their missions — dis- 
integrated. 


When Ruth Dayan talks about her 


homeland and the problems that have be- 
come a way of life for the Israelis, she 
also talks with understanding of the Arab 
inhabitants. 


It's not cricket for me to interject my 


own opinion. But in this case it's difficult 
not to. The first time I met Ruth Dayan 
was on the day that Lev! Eshkol, then 
Israel's prime minister, died. I was in 
Tel Aviv and had been invited by Mrs. 
Dayan to a reception that evening. 


WHEN I HEARD the news of the 


prime minster's death, I knew the recep- 
tion would not take place. •! was visiting 
friends in Tivon, a suburb of Haifa. But I 
felt I should get back to Tel Aviv right 
away. When I got to my hotel, I was told 
that Ruth Dayan was waiting for me in 
the lobby. She was a gracious lady. And 
she came to the hotel as a courtesy since 
the reception was canceled. 


I had the kind of cold that made the 


nose leak like a faulty faucet. And right 
in the middle of our talk she said, "You 
should be up in your room having soup 
and tea, not here talking to me." 


I laughed and said she sounded like a 


Jewish mother. And she replied simply, 
"I am a Jewish mother." And that's 
Ruth Dayan, the woman who in 1954. 
started Mnskit, the handcraft industry of 
Israel, which gave employment to so 
many and which she still heads. 


PEOPLE CAME to Israel from all 


over the world. Many spoke no Hebrew. 
Many were from lands where a radio, 
much less a computer, was like some- 
thing from outer space. They were edu- 
cated in the old ways — in handcrafts

where machinery had no place. And it 
was Ruth Dayan who worked to bring 
them together to produce the beautiful 
crafts of their homelands — arts which 
brought much prestige to Israel. And she 
is loved by many. 


Now she is chairman of Brit Bnei 


Shem, an organization created to im- 
prove understanding between Arabs and 
Jews. She has always believed that no 
peace can come to the Middle East

monetary bonuses or any other rewards 
for outstanding performance. 


"This tends to divide the.faculty and 


take away their concentration on their 
teaching," Powell said, adding, "We do 
not want this given to us as you'd give a 
bone to a dog. We want to be well-paid 
and to do our jobs to the best of our 
ability, but we don't want tips." 


Hanson said he objected to the Idea of 


awarding one-time bonuses even though 
he favors the idea of recognizing out- 
standing performance. "I don't think we 
as a board have the right to use public 
funds to award gratuities in substantial 
sums of money," he said. "If we actually 
gave them a salary increase it would be 
different." 


The money approved for adminis- 


trative bonuses will be divided among 
those administrators who are rated as 
outstanding, Harper Pres. Robert Lahtl 
said. The administrative bonuses may 
range in size from $400 to $1,000 and will 
not include whatever bonus the board 
may decide to give Lahti after his eval- 
uation this summer. 


LAST YEAR Lahti received a $2,000 


bonus from the board in addition to his 
salary of $40,000 a year. 


Under an additional salary package 


adopted by the board, administrators 
will receive salary increases ranging 


from zero to five per cent, again depend- 
ing on their evaluation. The board com- 
mitteed $46,460 to those raises. 


In related action, the board adopted an 


administrative classification system set- 
ting minimum and maximum salaries 
for each of 38 administrative positions. 
The minimum administrative salary in 
the classification system is $12,400 a year 
and the maximum is $34,700, which 
would be available to the school's three 
vice presidents. 


Lahti said that nearly all the adminis- 


trators already fall within the ranges set 
for their jobs and added that the college 
plans to move anyone below the min- 
imum for his -job up to the minimum 
gradually over several years. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board: 
• Asked its attorney to proceed with 


incorporation of the Harper College 
Educational Foundation. The foundation, 
which will be incorporated on a not-for- 
profit basis will be used to raise money 
for special school projects, Lahti said. 
Incorporators of the foundation will be 
former Arlington Heights Village Pres. 
John Woods, former Harper board mem- 
ber John Kuranz and former Elk Grove 
Village village Pres. Jack Pahl, 


• Accepted the resignation of David D. 


Gale, chairman of the division of life and 
health science. Gale will become dean of 
allied health at Eastern Kentucky Uni- 
versity. 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The Skylab astro- 


nauts said yesterday the problems of 
their huge orbiting space station had 
been overcome and predicted they could 
live in it a month studying the heavens 
and the earth and determining how well 
man can adapt to long-term life in space. 


Charles "Pete" Conrad, Joseph P. 


Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz beamed a Me- 
morial Day news conference from the 
dining room of their house in space, 
showing a sweeping view out a round 
picture window of Puget Sound and the 
Pacific Coast passing 272 miles below. 


Things were close to normal in the 


space station after three hectic days de- 
voted to repair work and setting up 
housekeeping. The key repair, an orange- 
and-silver parasol raised over Skylab to 
cool hhe over-like craft, had dropped 
temperatures to between 80 and 90 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 


"I THINK WE'VE overcome our prob- 


lems," Conrad said during the eight-min- 
ute color telecast. "I'm looking forward 
to a successful flight in Skylab of 28 days. 
Right now we're in pretty good shape." 


Engineers on the ground and the three 


spacemen in orbit were contemplating a 
bold spacevvalk outside Skylab later in 
the mission to free jammed solar power 
wing and double the station's electrical 
supply. That, Conrad said, would make 
things even better. 


The astronauts started their fourth day 


in space by conducting their first medi- 
cal tests aboard Skylab. They drew blood 
samples from each other, weighed on a 
scale designed to operate in zero-gravity, 
and prepared to record the effect of 
weightlessness on their circulatory sys- 
tems. 


Previous missions, lasting up to 14 


days, have shown that the heart gets 
lazy when it does not have to pump 
against gravity and that it takes a few 
days for the heart to readapt to gravity 
when the astronauts return to Earth. 


SPACE FLIGHTS also have shown 


that when men returned from space they 
were for a period of time unable to 
match their previous ability to work. 
Skylab is designed to monitor these 
changes in space for the first time and to 
see if the body continues to weaken dur- 
ing prolonged space flight. 


"The first thing that's obvious to me is 


that man can work up here," Conrad 
said. "And surprisingly enough, in the 
workshop we are doing what I consider a 
lot more physical tasks — that is, ex- 
ercising our muscles — than I thought 
we would. 


"I think all of us are a little stiff from 


using muscles that we didn't expect to 
use, and that we don't use on the 
ground." 
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But Conrad, a veteran of three pre- 


vious space missions, and his two rookie 
crewmates all said they were quickly 
adapting to life in the spacious, three- 
bedroom station. Kerwin said there was 
even a sense of up and down, despite the 
lack of any gravity. 


"You can change it in two seconds, 


whenever it's convenient to you," said 
Kerwin, the first U. S. physician to fly in 
space. "You go from module to another 
and you're upside-down. You say to your 
brain: 'Brain, I want to be up.' And your 
brain says 'okay,' and that way is up. 


"YOUR BRAIN will follow you. I don't 


think it's vestibular at all. I think it's 
strictly eyeballs and brain, and it's re- 
markably efficient." 


This was an important finding. Some 


doctors had worried that in the roomy, 
two-story Skylab — biggest manned 
spaceship ever — the astronauts might 
be disoriented and sick to their stom- 
achs. Conrad said neither had been the 
case. 


"We've remarked to each other on 


many occasions bow much it seems to be 
like the simulators except for the ab- 
sence of gravity," said Conrad.

While such measures may seem min-

By the time warm weather comes, 


people are ready to climb walls to get rid 
of the cramped feeling that comes from 
being cooped up indoors all winter. Just 
like the bears and the squirrels, they just 
want to stretch and feel free. 


A long, hard winter will generally re- 


veal if a home is too small and crowded. 
By springtime, reports the National Bet- 
ter Heating-Cooling Council, a lot of 
homeowners make plans to add extra 
rooms and space to make life in the old 
homestead more livable. Basements are 
converted to recreation centers, attics 
become bedrooms, and new family 
rooms are added. 


If you have plans of this sort, keep in 


mind that in more than 90 per cent of all 
renovation work, heating equipment 
must be added. If heating is overlooked 
at the outset, the new addition may be 
uninhabitable most of the year. 


If your home is now equipped with hy- 


dronic (modern hot water) home heat- 
ing, it will be relatively simple to ex- 
pand.

of both fabricating and installing gutters 
and all component parts.

For romantics, the foggy, foggy dew Is 


the stuff songs are made of. But for 
homeowners, foggy window condensation 
hits a sour note. 


Condensation occurs when cold outside 


air strikes a window heated by warm in- 
door air. The clash causes beads of mois- 
ture to form on the inside sash and pane, 
and to drip onto sill, wall and floor. 


Serious water damage can result. (In 


summer, when hot outdoor air hits win- 
dows cooled by indoor air conditioning, 
condensation forms on the outside of the 
window. Resultant damage Is to exterior 
paint and sidewalls.) 


Instead of singing the blues about con- 


demnsation, wise homeowners avoid it. 
The key is selection of windows with 
sash materials that maintain stable tem- 
peratures in all kinds of weather, rath- 
er than reacting to heat or cold. Wood 
sash, which does not conduct heat, stays 
"stable." Metal sash, which conducts 
beat readily, turns hot or .cold depend- 
ing on the temperature to which it is 
exposed. 


Another measure of a window's resis- 


tance to condensation is the insultating 
capability of the glass. Double-glazing 
(insulating glass) In weather-stripped 
wood sash windows, such as ponderosa 
pine units, offers excellent protection. 


In tests of comparative efficiency, con- 


densation formed on metal sash win- 
dows when the outdoor temperature was 
20 above zero. But ponderosa pine win- 
dows stayed clear and dry in frigid out- 
door temperatures of 30 below. 


The qualities that make a wood sash 


window effective against condensation 
are essentially insulating capabilities. 
Such wndows, therefore, also offer max- 
imum protection against heat loss — and 
fuel waste. The critical need to conserve 
the nation's fuel and energy supplies be- 
comes another reason for proper selec- 
tion of windows.

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Would you buy a lottery ticket? He's counting on it

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly barborship, get your locks 
(rimmed, give the barber $3 and throw in 
an extra SO cents for a ticket in the state 
lottery. 


Five days later, your name is drawn 


from a barrel In Springfield and you're 
an Instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $50,000. 


That's the Ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zckc) Glorgl, D-Rockford, who Is con- 
fident that his long-advocated lottery bill 


is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Glorgl is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when it appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Glorgi said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 


that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Giorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery in the last session. "The 
votes are there," Giorgi declares con- 
fidently. 


His assessment is based on the bill in 


current form, which specifies that money 


from the lottery will go to aid educa- 
tion. But he says a recent proposal by 
House Republicans to allot $30 million 
from the lottery proceeds to a six-county 
regional transportation district for North- 
eastern Illinois will not affect its chances 
of passage. 


Giorgi also insists that his bill has 


built-in safeguards from invasion by or- 
ganized crime, and says success of state 
lotteries in other states, particularly New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, dis- 
proves the argument that a lottery is a 
parasite of the poor. 


STUDIES SHOW, he said, that the av-. 


erage lottery participant in those states 
earns from $7,500 to $15,000 per year. 


And, says Giorgi, the lottery would be 


under the watchful eye of the legislature 
and the governor, who could veto any 
questionable action by the commission 
which would administer the drawing. 


That commission would consist of five 


members appointed by the governor, 
each of whom would require con- 
firmation by the Senate. The governor 
would then appoint an executive superin-

Police, youths tangle 
in Lake County fracas

A weekend stream cleanup with free 


entertainment which attracted some 700 
persons just north of Wheeling has now 
turned Into a dispute over the rights of 
the young people assembled and the po- 
lice tactics that were used to disband the 
gathering. 


What happened Saturday near the 


banks of the DCS Plalncs River and Buf- 
falo Creek just north of the Lake County 
lino is now being argued by police and 
the people who were cither arrested or 
told to disband. About 25 persons were 
arrested during the fracas, and now the 
organizers of the gathering arc claiming 
their civil rights were violated by Lake 
County Sheriff's Police. 


The organizers told the Herald yester- 


day they intend to file suit against the 
police and the Lake County states' attor- 
ney for violation of their civil rights. 


Charles Maslnl. 28, of 981 N. Mil- 


waukee Avc., said police invaded his 
property late Saturday afternoon. "They 
assaulted people from 16-year-old girls to 
60-year-old men," he said. "At no time 
did anyone resist. At no time was any- 
one told he was under arrest." 


MASINI SAID the police also destroyed 


about $3,000 of equipment, beat people 
with billy clubs, broke the rear legs of 
his horse, destroyed cameras and Illegal- 
ly searched those persons at 
tho 


gathering. The Lake County police offi- 
cer In charge of the action has denied all 
the charges. 


According to Maslnl, the suits will 


charge police brutality, search without 
warrants and violations of the freedom of 
assembly, privacy, search-and-sclzuro 
laws and duo process of the law. 


Maslnl said the cleanup project was or- 


ganized by Spare Things, a nonprofit co- 
operative exchange, located at 981 N. 
Milwaukee Avc. in Vcrnon Township, 
Lake County. He said volunteers were 
scheduled to clean up parts of that prop- 
erty as well as sections of Buffalo Creek 
and the DCS Plalncs River. 


According to Maslnl, the gathering was 


not a rock concert, although several local 
groups were to provide entertainment for 
tho workers. 


Orvllle Clavcy, Lake County sheriff, 


sold the gathering was a rock concert. 
Ho denied the charges made by Maslni, 
saying he was merely enforcing a "no- 
uso permit" Issued by the court against 
tho gathering. 


MASINI SAID ho was served with a 


restraining order Friday afternoon pro- 


hibiting any gathering or rock concert 
festival. He said he and other organizers 
of the project met with attorneys Satur- 
day to discuss the court order. He said 
his attorneys, In turn told him the re- 
straining order violated his right of free 
assembly. 


According to Masini, sheriff's police 


entered the property Friday evening. 
"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used In the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 
private property without search warrants 
and killed a cat," he said. 


Maslni said the cleanup began about 


1:30 p.m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavcy said tho majority of people at 


the gathering left quietly after being in- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said. 


Woman walking 
on Rand Road 
killed by auto 


An 18-year-old Long Grove woman was 


killed early yesterday by a hit-and-run 
driver while walking along Rand Road 
near Dundee Road, in unincorporated 
Palatine Township. 


Margaret Corotls, daughter of Mr. and 


Mrs. William Corotls, of R.R. 3, Long 
Grove, was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Northwest Community Hospital hi Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Shortly after the accident, at 1:15 a.m., 


state police, acting on a license number 
provided by a witness arrested and 
charged James Zcnk, 44, in his home at 
745 Cumnor, Harrington. He was charged 
with driving too fast for conditions and 
leaving the scene of a fatal accident, ac- 
cording to state police. 


Police said Miss Corotls was walking 


in the middle of the righthand lane of the 
northwest bound traffic on Rand when 
she was struck. Conditions were de- 
scribed by police as dark, wet and foggy. 


The victim was a 1972 graduate of 


Lake Zurich High School. 


THE SHERIFF said Masini then 


grabbed a microphone and told the re- 
maining members of the crowd to sit 
down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said. 


Clavey said that although the police 


were not there to find drugs, they did 
uncover hypodermic needles and mari- 
juana. He said he did not know if drug 
use was wide-spread at the gathering. 


According to Maslni, the police action 


was part of the on-going harassment of 
himself and other young people associ- 
ated with Spare Things. 


Clavey discounted Masini's charges. 


"We're not too worried about what Mr. 
Masini has to say," he said. "Let him 
say what he wants to say. There are no 
charges against us as far as we're con- 
cerned." 


The sheriff said Masini Is on parole 


from the Illinois State Penitentiary and 
was arrested five weeks ago for posses- 
sion of marijuana. "You know, I don't 
worry with ex-convicts who are on pa- 
role," he said. "Mr. Masini is going to 
learn that he has to obey the law like 
anyone else." 


MASINI SAID he was on parole from 


a counterfeiting conviction in 1964. He 
said he had testified before a grand jury 
on the Lake County Sheriff's Police in- 
volvement with the counterfeiting ring. 
He said his testimony was the main rea- 
son for his continual harassment by the 
sheriff's police. 


According to Maslnl, his group is also 


asking for the removal of the Lake Coun- 
ty state's attorney. He said they were 
requesting that a special investigation 
commission be established to look into 
the incident and other illegal operations 
of the sheriff's police. 


Masini said he was asking all persons 


who were assaulted Saturday to return to 
Spare Things Wednesday to give depos- 
itions to attorneys who would handle the 
suits. He said the group will then travel 
by bus to the Federal Building In Chi- 
cago for a rally. 


CLAVEY SAID he was not worried 


about Masini's charges. He said that he 
has two state's attorneys and several 
state police who would dispute the 
charges of brutality and Illegal search. 


Masini said the police action Saturday 


was the "last straw" in the continual ha- 
rassment by the sheriff's police. "We're 
going to have him removed from office 
for every violation he has ever com- 
mitted in this county," he said. "And we 
are going to clean up the river regard- 
less of what Is going to happen."

Fire study 
review set 
for tonight

An Independent fire study which calls 


for the establishment of a municipal fire 
department in Buffalo Grove will be con- 
sidered tonight by the village board. 


The study was ordered to solve the 


controversy over who should provide fire 
protection to Lake County Buffalo Grove 
residents. Lake County residents are now 
served by the Long Grove Rural Fire 
Protection District, while the rest of the 
village is served by the Wheeling Rural 
Fire Protection District: 


The Buffalo Grove Fire Department 


Inc., is a private corporation, contracted 
by the Wheeling District to provide fire 
protection to Cook County Buffalo Grove 
residents. 


The fire study was done because some 


residents said fire protection provided to 
Lake County residents was not as good 
as that provided to the rest of the vil- 
lage. Some said because of the Long 
Grove district, all residents of Buffalo 
Grove are penalized by having to pay a 
higher premium for Insurance. 


Wayne Winter, Buffalo Grove fire 


chief, said when deciding on rates, Insur- 
ance companies consider fire protection 
in the village as a whole. They do not 
differentiate between the protection pro- 
vided by respective fire districts, he 
said. 


SOME RESIDENTS have suggested a 


referendum to disannex the Lake County 
portion of the village from the Long 
Grove district and annex into the Wheel- 
ing district. Still others suggested forma- 
tion of a municipal department to serve 
the entire village. 


The study, made by the National Loss 


Control Service Corp. of Long Grove, 
said a municipal fire department will be 
needed in two years because of the an- 
ticipated growth and industrial devel- 
opment in Buffalo Grove. 


According to the report, the basic 


procedure to follow in the establishment 
of the municipal fire department should 
be as follows: 


• Assume the assets of the Buffalo 


Grove Fire Department Inc. 


• Disannex the Lake County portion of 


the village from the Long Grove district.' 


• Disannex the Cook County portion of 


the village from the Wheeling district. 


"Upon completion of Step 2, the village 


will have responsibility of providing fire 
protection for its entire area. This should 
be done in two years. Step 3 can be ac-

SGT. BLACKWELL said the Woman 


Marine Corps offers all the same jobs to 
women available in the other services 
except occupations In the medical and 
dental fields. 


Compared to post years, Sgt. Black- 


wcll said, female enlistment in the corps 
is increasing. She feels women's lib is 
part of the reason. 


"I think it's put more emphasis on the 


services because they're one place where 
there arc equal opportunities right down

Like their male counterparts, Women 


Marines start at $307 per month and they 
are promoted according to the same 
schedule. 


"Women get the same pay, the same 


promotions and everything else," Sgt. 
Blackwell said. "In fact, we get all the 
same benefits without having to go into 
combat." 


THE CURRENT state of the job mar- 


ket also has affected service enlistments, 
she added. 


"Girls come to me and say they've 


tried to get jobs but just couldn't, or they 
found a job but had to really start out at 
the bottom," Sgt. Blackwell said. "In the 
service, a woman gets good training and 
starts out equal to everyone else. Plus, 
she can use that training when she gets 
out." 


The creation of a volunteer army has 


opened up several job areas for women, 
also increasing the attractiveness of the 
services, she added. For the first time, 
women may go into the fields of aviation, 
mechanics and radio. 


However, for most women, the lure of 


travel remains the biggest reason for en- 
tering the service, according to Sgt. 
Blackwell. 


"WHEN I ASK girls why they want to 
join, most of them usually say they want 


to travel and they feel it would be ex- 
citing," she said. "I don't shortchange 
them," she added, "I tell them the truth 
about everything. For example, I tell 
them boot camp basic training Is not an 
easy road, but it's not that hard." 


Stressing that boot camp for Woman 


Marine Corps recruits does not approach 
boot camp for men, Sgt. Blackwell said 
the emphasis for the eight-week course is 
on mental rather than physical devel- 
opment. The women recruits are trained 
in military procedures, first aid, nutri- 
tion, good grooming and they participate 
in some physical education classes. 


Sgt. Blackwell said when she talks to a 


potential recruit, she tries to determine 
as much as possible what she Is like as a 
person. She looks at the recruit's family 
background and the sort of work she 
would be best suited for. No two girls are 
alike, she said, and no two have the 
same reason for joining. 


"I take each girl on an individual 


basis," Sgt. Blackwell said of the girls 
she meets and talks with at schools from 
the Northwest suburbs to Rockford to 
Aurora. Many times, her job includes 
convincing the recruit's parents that 
joining the Woman's Marine Corps is a 
good path for their daughter to follow, 
said the St. Louis native. 


"A lot of parents hve some of the 


wrong ideas about the service, especially 
fathers, based on World War II experi- 
ences or something," she said. "But 
when they see the benefits we offer, they 
change their minds." 


TO ENLIST into the Woman Marine 


Corps, a girl must be between the ages 
of 18 and 28, unmarried with no depend- 
ents, have a high school diploma or the 
equivalent, good moral character, good 
health and able to pass a written test. 
Recruits under 21 may enter the Corps 
with parental consent. They may enlist 
for two, three or four years. 


To match the relatively young recruits 


that are presently entering the service, 
Sgt. Blackwell said recruiters are getting 
younger, too. Most of them are in their 
early twenties, she said. 


Sgt. Blackwell originally enlisted for 


three years after graduating from high 
school in 1970. Two years later, she re- 
enlisted and she says she still loves the 
corps. 


"I wanted to recruit because it gives 


me the chance to translate something I 
love for someone else," she said. "I'm 
emotional and I get involved," she 
added. "The best part of my job is know- 
ing I've given a girl a start on a good 
road. Even if she doesn't enlist, if I'm 
sure I've given her something to think 
about, I feel good."

complished at the discretion of village of- 
ficials," the report said. 


The report also said the Buffalo Grove 


Fire Department has the resources and 
equipment to meet the initial needs of 
the municipal department. 


The initial cost of the municipal de- 


partment is expected to be $156,500 an- 
nually, according to the study. It said the 
unofficial projections of the 1973 assessed 
valuations of the village indicates a mu- 
nicipal department would be financially 
feasible. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson said he 


thinks the department could be formed 
by next June. No money for the depart- 
ment has been budgeted for the fiscal 
year ending April 30,1974. 


Larson said when the department is 


formed he would like to see it supported 
entirely by property taxes, and not be 
dependent on other village funds. "I 
would like to see the department self- 
supporting," he said. 


Even if a municipal fire department is 


formed, Larson said it will operate large- 
ly with volunteers. The cost of a fulltime 
paid department would be prohibitive at 
this time, Larson said. At the present 
time, the Long Grove district is all vol- 
unteer and the Wheeling district has 
three fulltime paid firemen in addition to 
its volunteers. Volunteers on both depart- 
ments are paid a nominal fee for every 
call they answer.

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Would you buy a lottery ticket? He 
9s counting on it

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly barbershlp, get your locks 
trimmed, givo tho barber $3 and throw In 
an extra SO cents for a ticket in the state 
lottery. 


Flvo days later, your name Is drawn 


from a barrel In Springfield and you're 
an instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $50,000. 


That's the Ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zckc) Glorgl, D-Rockford, who is con- 
fident that his long-advocated lottery bill 


is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Glorgi is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when it appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Giorgi said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 


that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Giorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery in the last session. "The 
votes are there," Giorgi declares con- 
fidently. 


His assessment is based on the bill in 


current form, which specifies that money 


from the lottery will go to aid educa- 
tion. But be says a recent proposal by 
House Republicans to allot $30 million 
from the lottery proceeds to a six-county 
regional transportation district for North- 
eastern Illinois will not affect its chances 
of passage. 


Giorgi also insists that his bill has 


built-in safeguards from invasion by or- 
ganized crime, and says success of state 
lotteries in other states, particularly New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, dis- 
proves the argument that a lottery is a 
parasite of the poor. 


STUDIES SHOW, he said, that the av- 


erage lottery participant in those states 
earns from $7,500 to $15,000 per year. 


And, says Giorgi, the lottery would be 


under the watchful eye of the legislature 
and the governor, who could veto any 
questionable action by the commission 
which would administer the drawing. 


That commission would consist of five 


members appointed by the governor, 
each of whom would require con- 
firmation by the Senate. The governor 
would then appoint an executive superin-

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Zoning violations alleged along Rand Road 
Homeowners charge Forest Hospital misusing homes

Hawthorne Lane Civic Association has 


protested "misuse" of Rand Road homes 
owned by Forest Hospital, the Herald 
has learned. 


The homeowners group charged the 


city "Is reluctant to enforce its zoning 
ordinances. Tho citizens . . . arc ex- 
tremely upset by continued acquisition 
and misuse of land by Forest Hospital." 


Tho complaint followed an April 10 


meeting of the group and came in a let- 
ter dated April 24 to Mayor Herbert Bch- 
rcl, Aid. Joseph Szabo (1st) and Aid. 
Thomas Koplos (1st). 


TWO HOMES, at 1840 and 1770 Rand. 


Rd. "are being used to house employes 
of tho hospital which, In fact, makes 
them rooming houses; a use not author- 
ized under R-2 (stng'c-famlly) zoning," 
tho letter states. 


Koplos told tho Herald last week that 


seven, unrelated persons were registered 
to vole at the 1840 Rand address lost fall. 
Records in tho city clerk's office lost 
week show four, unrelated persons — two 
men and two women — at the address. 
City codo prohibits more than three unre- 
lated persons living In a single-family 
house. 


Only one woman Is registered to vote 


at the 1770 Rand address. 


"AH I can say is that we own the 


houses," a hospital spokesman said. "We 
haven't heard anything from the city. 
We'll wait and sec what the city council 
has lo say before we comment." 


Tho hospital spokesman refused to ex- 


plain use of the structures. 


Two other houses, not mentioned In the 


civic association letter, also are owned 
by Forest. The wood-frame houses arc 
both zoned single-family, but arc used 
for classrooms and offices, tho Herald 
learned. 


AT 1800 RAND RD., one person report- 


edly lives in tho second floor and classes 
for tho Forest Postgraduate Center meet 
in first floor rooms. 


At 1706 Rand Rd., the postgraduate, 


scvcn-mcmbor staff has divided the 
house Into four staff offices, a secretarial 
office and a meeting room. 


The hospital purchased the postgradu- 


ate houses Jan. 1, 1973. The Herald 
learned that tho hospital will cut off 
funds to tho postgraduate center June 1, 
but will allow center use of the homes. 


"Wo have no problem with the people 


living in or using the houses," said J. C. 
PIcone, civic association director who 
signed the letter. "The people see this as 
an'cncroachmont on the residential area. 


"If tho hospital eventually buys the 


block and then asks for rezonlng, they'll 
say that they have been using the house 
this way for years," he said. "It's the 
principle of taking a foot, then a yard .. 
»• 
The Rand Road property, north of For- 


est Hospital, has been a zoning trouble- 
spot for years, city officials hold the Her- 
ald. 


In August, 1970, Mrs. Robert Sauer, of 


1923 Big Bend Dr., protested hospital use 
of 1840 and 1770 Rand Rd. to then build- 
ing commissioner R. F. Schuepfer. 


SCHUEPFER ANSWERED, Sept. 2, 


1970, that "legal action Is being taken 
against Forest Hospital for the so-called 
rooming house In a residential area. This 
department tries very hard to take care 
of all the violations in our fair city, but It 
is not always possible to get this done 
immediately." 


"That was three years ago, and we're 


still looking for an answer," Picone told 
the Herald. 


"Obviously, I'm going to start on this 


from the beginning," Behrel said Friday. 
"I'll probably talk to (building commis- 
sioner) Al Prlckctt about this and see 
what he wants to do. He may prefer that 
we refer it to a city council committee 
for study." 


Prlckctt said Thursday that he was not 


aware of the April 24 letter to Behrel. 


The homeowners group has successful- 


ly blocked post rezonlng of Rand Road 
property. 


IN 1970, at 1796 Rand Rd., the owner, 


C. P. McGlnty petitioned for neighbor- 
hood shopping use of the land. Richard 
Ward, owner of 1776 Rand, requested 
similar, commercial zoning in an accom- 
panying petition. 


The city denied the requests, but the 


zoning board recommended that "in view 
of the continuous increase in traffic on 
Rand Road a study should be made of 
the land use ... the study should recom- 
mend rezonlng which would protect the 
nearby residential land with a buffer 
zone," 


Last year, the city denied rezonlng of 


DCS Plaines Funeral Home, 1717 Rand 
Rd., to allow construction of a Forest 
Hospital addition.

chase at the student-operated store at Einstein School, 
a Dist. 59 school In Des Plaines. 


Pupils enter business world 


by FRED GACA 


Each day when Einstein School opens, 


a group of children goes to the bilingual 
classroom. 


They are not going to the room for 


classes, however. They are going to buy 
pencils, paper, rulers, scissors and all 
the other supplies they need for school. 


At Einstein, an Elk Grove Township 


Dlst. 59 school in Des Plaines, a "school 
store" has been set up in the bilingual 
classroom. The store is a set of shelves 
In the corner of the room with a small 
counter area. Above the counter a sign 
has been painted with the word "Super- 
market." 


The store is operated by fourth anf 


fifth grade Mexican-American students, 
and is open for about 15 minutes each 
school day. 


Each day of the week a different class 


is permitted o shop. Second graders, for 
example, come on Tuesday and the fifth 
graders shop on Friday. 


One (or both) of the two teachers in 


charge of the store, Nlnfa Agnello or 
Nancy Ullrich, is always close at hand 
when the store is open. 


SALES ARE totaled each morning 


At Arlington Park 


when the store closes. A weekly In- 
ventory is taken on Friday. 


The store averages about $5 per week 


In sales. That may not sound like much, 
but you have to sell a lot of pencils at 
two for a nickel and a lot of construction 
paper at one cent a sheet to get $5 in 
sales. 


One fad at the school helps build sales. 


Miss Agnello said it has become a status 
symbol, especially among the younger 
children, to have a huge bundle of pen- 
cils. The bigger the bundle of pencils, the 
better the children like it. 


Children will come to the store with a 


dollar to buy 40 pencils. "And then they 
can't wait until next week when they can 
come to the store again and buy more 
pencils," said Miss Agnello. 


Miss Agnello and Mrs. Ullrich work to- 


gether with minority children. Miss Ag- 
nello is the bi-llngual teacher and Mrs. 
Ullrich is the minority group teacher. 
The minority program is funded by state 
and district money. Einstein is one of 
several schools in the district to have 
such a program. 


THE SCHOOL store did not start out 


as part of the bilingual program. Two 
years ago, as a summer school project, 


the children made a tent and the store 
was inside the tent. 


When school started in the fall, the tent 


came down, but no one knew what to do 
with the store. It wound up in the bi- 
lingual room. 


"The store was put in the room with 


nothing particular In mind," said Mrs. 
Ullrich. "I thought we might be able to 
use It to play store." 


Instead of playing store, the children 


turned it Into a real store. Supplies are 
bought through the school and resold to 
the students. 


"The store is operated to break even," 


said Miss Agnello. Any small profits that 
do occur are used to pay for field trips. 


According to Miss Agnello and Mrs. 


Ullrich, the store is an educational expe- 
rience for children on both sides of the 
counter. The "customers" learn about 
prices, shopping and getting change. The 
"clerks" learn to count money, make 
change, check Inventory and "balance" 
at the end of the day. 


When the store first opened, the 


"clerks" were terrified when they did 
not balance. "They would offer to put In 
their own pennies if we came up short," 
said Mrs. Ullrich. 


School bells ring for track employes 


For many workers on the backstretch 


of Arlington Park Race Track, the class- 
room Is an unfamiliar, even frightening 
place. 


But for the second straight year, a few 


of the men and women who groom and 
train the expensive thoroughbreds that 
race at Arlington Park are going to 
school. Some perhaps for the very first 
time. 


Harper College, together with high 


school districts 211 and 214, are offering 
several basic education classes — In- 
cluding English as a second language, 
Spanish and creative art — for track em- 
ployes. 


The classes are held at night in a mo- 


bile classroom purchased and furnished 
by the Illinois Racing Board. 


THE RACING BOARD this year also is 


presenting a class In the breeding, care 
and training of horses. For the over 50 
backstretch employes enrolled in this 
course, it is a chance to get an instruc- 
tional look at a business they are im- 
mersed In dally. 


"We felt It was successful last year, 


partially because It was the first time 
anything like this was ever done at a 
race track," said Noreen Lopez, an ad- 
ministrator with Harper's adult basic 
education program. 


"I think we had a total of 20 students." 
This year, there are 25 to 30 students 


attending classes two and three nights a 
week. 


Part of tho reason for the enrollment 


increase Is that this year, unlike last, the 
classes arc free. In 1972, to enroll, work- 
ers had to pay $6 a course, $10 for two 
classes. . 


ANOTHER INCENTIVE is the mobile 


classroom which is parked right in the 
backstretch — accessible and visible to 
the employes. 


"Some of the students in the language 


Race board surveying employes 


The Illinois Racing Board has begun a 


survey of conditions and employes on the 
backstretch of Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


The study is aimed at determining the 


needs of backstretch workers as well as 
the availability of local and county social 
services, according to Lucy Reum, chair- 
man of the racing board's backstretch 
committee. 


"We went with Arlington first because 


they opened the thoroughbred season and 
have the largest group of people on the 
backstretch," Mrs. Reum said. 


Interviewers will talk to half of the 


nearly 800 men and women who care for 
the 1,000 thoroughbred horses stabled at 
Arlington Park during the racing season. 


Preliminary results of the survey 


should be available in about two weeks, 
Mrs. Reum said. Information on commu- 
nity services will take longer to compile, 
about 5 to 6 weeks, she said. 


"WE HAVE A TOTAL group of people 


on the backstretch who are very impor- 
tant to the financial health of the state, 


class this year also were enrolled last 
year. I think the word of mouth is help- 
ing to promote the classes," Miss Lopez 
said. 
• 


The mobile classroom was purchased 


by the racing board and will be used at 
other tracks, said Lucy Reum, chairman 
of the board's backstretch committee. 


"We don't want them (backstretch em- 


ployes) to get the idea in any sense that 
they are second class citizens," she said. 


Miss Lopez said plans are being made 


to bring In a tape recorder language lab 


but who aren't receiving the services 
they need and are entitled to," she said. 


"Racing associations have been sharp- 


ly criticized for neglecting the back- 
stretch. So has the state for not fulfilling 
Its obligations to race track employes 
and the racing public. And so have the 
horse owners for not living up to their 
obligations to their employes." 


The survey was commissioned by the 


racing board in order to get "some hard 
demographic facts," she said. "We kept 
getting conflicting stories about the num- 
ber of people on the backstretch, where 
they came from and what they need. 


"Once we know what they tell us they 


need, we can arrange needs in terms of 
priority, short, middle and long range," 
she said. 


Among the social services, Mrs. Reum 


cites education and health as among the 
most pressing. Basic education classes 
for backstretch employes are in their 
second year at Arlington Park. Teachers 
use a mobile classroom furnished by the 
racing board. 


for persons enrolled in the language 
classes. 


THE BASICS of drawing, sketching 


and painting will be taught in the creat- 
ive arts class, which may lead to an ex- 
hibit of students'work. 


Adult education classes on the back- 


stretch are an innovation for Illinois race 
tracks. Though less heralded than the 
implementation of "Trifecta" or "Qul- 
nella" betting at Arlington Park, the pro- 
gram appears destined to have a pay off 
uniquely its own. 


North Maine firefighters 
to ask union recognition

North Maine Fire Protection District 


firefighters will ask the district's board 
of trustees tonight to recognize their affi- 
liation with the International Association 
of Firefighters (IAF). 


District firefighters, who serve unin- 


corporated areas of North Maine Town- 
ship north of Dempster Street, an- 
nounced they were affiliating with IAF 
earlier this year. 


The district consists of 13 full time fire- 


fighters plus 30 volunteer firemen and 
their chief, Dale Moore. 


"We want to demonstrate the union 


represents the majority of area fire- 
fighters," accroding to Michael Lass, a 
national IAF representative. "They (the 
firefighters) have a right to organize." 


Wes Van Osdol, secretary-treasurer of 


the newly formed North Maine chapter, 
said members have as yet given no con- 
sideration as to how much of a pay raise 
or what type of benefits the chapter will 
ask. 


"We're asking the union be recognized 


in bargaining," Van Osdol said. He could 
not say when district firefighters who 
currently work without a contract would 
seek a pact with the board of trustees. 


NORTH MAINE firefighters recently 


received a 5.5 per cent pay hike putting 
their beginning firemen's salary to $9,700 
yearly. Beginning firefighters for the city 
of Des Plaines earn $10,384 annually 
while top firemen's pay is $13,464. 


The top North Maine firemen's salary 


is $11,000. 


Lass estimated North Maine salaries to 


be about $2,000 below the median pay 
scale for firefighters in neighboring com- 
munities. 


In addition North Maine firemen are 


eligible for a week's paid vacation for 
the first year of service with two week's 
vacation up to five years and three 
weeks after five years. 


Des Plaines firemen receive three 


weeks after five years of service and 
four weeks after 15. Firefighters had 
asked for a 10-year vacation step in re- 
cent contract negotiations consisting of 
four weeks off after 10 years and five 
weeks after 15 years with the depart- 
ment. 


IAF, Lass said, also represents fire- 


men in Northbrook, Winnetka, Hoffman 
Estates, Rosemont and Franklin Park. 


Lass also said the union does not usual- 


ly involve itself directly with contract ne- 
gotiations, but in some cases grants staff 
assistance in bargaining.

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Would you buy a lottery ticket? He 
9s counting on it

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly barbcrshlp, get your locks 
trimmed, give the barber S3 and throw in 
an extra 50 cents for a ticket In the state 
lottery. 


Five days later, your name is drawn 


from a barrel In Springfield and you're 
an Instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $30,000. 


That's the Ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zcke) Glorgl, D-Rockford, who is con- 
fident that his long-advocated lottery bill 


is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Giorgi is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when it appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Giorgi said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 


that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Giorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery in the last session. "The 
votes are there," Giorgi declares con- 
fidently. 


His assessment is based on the bill in 


current form, which specifies that money 


from the lottery will go to aid educa- 
tion. But be says a recent proposal by 
House Republicans to allot $39 million 
from the lottery proceeds to a six-county 
regional transportation district for North- 
eastern Illinois will not affect its chances 
of passage. 


Giorgi also insists that his bill has 


built-in safeguards from invasion by or- 
ganized crime, and says success of state 
lotteries in other states, particularly New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, dis- 
proves the argument that a lottery is a 
parasite of the poor. 


STUDIES SHOW, he said, that the av- 


erage lottery participant in those states 
earns from $7,500 to $15,000 per year. 


And, says Giorgi, the lottery would be 


under the watchful eye of the legislature 
and the governor, who could veto any 
questionable action by the commission 
which would administer the drawing. 


That commission would consist of five 


members appointed by the governor, 
each of whom would require con- 
firmation by the Senate. The governor 
would then appoint an executive superin-

Public hearing tonight 
Senior citizen housing plan 
needs more study: panel 


The Elk Grove Village Housing Com- 


mission will recommend further study on 
the proposed village senior citizen hous- 
ing project at tonight's public hearing. 


Catherine Duoba, chairman of the 


commission, said yesterday the commis- 
sion would make Its recommendation 
provided additional study would not un- 
necessarily delay the project or jeopard- 
ize the possibility of government funding. 


Mrs. Duoba emphasized that the com- 


mission Is not opposed to senior citizen 
housing; in fact the commission supports 
such housing for the village. She said the 
commission believes certain points In the 
proposed development may make It un- 
suitable for senior citizens and further 
study should be done. 


INCLUDED IN the points the housing 


commission questions as suitable for se- 
nior citizen housing arc: density of the 
project, use of two-story buildings that 
require elderly persons to use stairs, 
"monotonous design" of the project and 
the feasibility of such a large devel- 
opment for senior citizens. 


At tonight's meeting, called by the vil- 


lage plan commission, testimony will bo 
given on the proposed senior citizens 
housing project. 


The hearing is at 7 p.m. In the village 


hall, 001 Wellington Avc. 


The project Is a 17-acre complex of 


more than 300 efficiency and one-bed- 
room apartments. It would be located on 
the west side of Arlington Heights Road, 
south of Blcstcrflcld Road. As proposed 
by the developer, M. Meyers and Associ- 
ates, the apartments would all be two- 
story buildings grouped in several clus- 
ters on the site. 


AFTER THE public meeting, the plan 


commission Is expected to make a rec- 
ommendation to the village board on zon- 
ing changes requested by M. Meyers and 
Associates. The changes are needed be- 
cause the development docs not meet vil- 
lage standards for the number of parking 
spaces per unit, the "setback" from ma- 
jor streets and the amount of common 
open space for the size of the project. 


A special meeting of the village board 


has been called for 8 tonight at the vil- 
lage hall to consider tho plan commis- 
sion's recommendation. 


Tho village board must approve any 


zoning change and permit tho construc- 
tion for the project. 


Eugcno Collation, vice president of the 


developer, told the plan commission on 
May 3 that the company must submit its 
application for state funding for the proj- 
ect by June 8. He said the village would 
have to authorize the development before 
an application could be submitted. 


THE PLAN commission, village board 


and other village agencies have been 
moving very quickly to get approval by 
the June 8 deadline. 


The state funding sought by the devel- 


opers would provide a very low-cost loan 
to finance construction. The state money 
will not subsidize rents In the apart- 
ments. 


Marvin Meyers, president of the devel- 


opers, has told the plan commission the 
lower construction costs will enable him 
to lower rents enough to make the cost 
attractive to elderly persons. 


The specific objections of the housing 


commission resulted from a study by 
commission members and professional 
planners. The questionable areas were 
Included in the report released yesterday 
by the commission. Copies of the report 
were sent to plan commission and village 
board members over the holiday week- 
end. 


Model air planes-one way 
for teacher to reach kids

Making a model airplane usually 


means 
balsa 
wood, 
tissue 
paper, 


rubber bands and glue. Not many would 
consider modeling as a means to im- 
prove a child's education. 


But Sid Miller has found modeling "a 


tremendous way to reach kids who don't 
like school." 


Miller, a physical education Instructor 


at Grove Junior High School in Elk 
Grove Village, sponsors the school's 
model airplane and rocket club. Mem- 
bers build and fly their own model air- 
planes and rockets. 


Working with models in a school club 


Improves a student's education perform- 
ance in two ways, according to Miller. 


One Improvement Is the Informal at- 


mosphere and friendly relationship that 
develops between the students and teach- 
ers In a modeling club. Miller said he has 
soon a complete change In attitude about 
schools and teachers in boys who did not 
like school before working in a modeling 
club. 


Tho second education improvement of 


modeling Is learning through doing. Mill- 
er said models are not toys, but arc a 
serious sport, hobby and science. 


"TO BUILD A MODEL you have to 


use math, reading, science and shop 
work," he said. "Kids who work with 
models are Improving their education 
without even realizing it." 


Miller is certainly the man to be run- 


ning a model airplane club. He has been 
building and flying model airplanes'for 
about 30 years. He has designed and 
built his own prize-winning original mod- 
els and has written several articles for 
national modeling magazines. 


Modeling has even gone to college. The 


University of Illinois at DeKalb is con- 
ducting a test program in its school of 
education using models for what Is called 
a "high Interest, low reading level" class 
to spark children's interest in school. 


Miller arranged for a model airplane 


manufacturer to donate all the model 
kits the university would need. He has 
also gotten the same manufacturer to do- 
nate model kits to Elk Grove Township 
School Dist. 59 at a reduced cost. 


Models built by the club range from 


simple, hand-launched gliders to the con- 
trolled, gas-engine powered airplanes. 


ACCORDING TO Miller, the key to 


successful modeling for a student Is to 
start on a simple model. "You have to 
keep the kits simple to insure success 
and build the kid's self-confidence." 


He said too many children start out in 


modeling by buying big, expensive, 
ready-made 
plastic 
models already 


equipped with gas engines. The first time 
they try to fly.them, they have trouble 
getting the engines started. They finally

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Police, youths tangle in Lake County fracas 


by LYNN ASINOF 


A weekend stream cleanup with free 


entertainment which attracted some 700 
persons just north of Wheeling has now 
turned into a dispute over the rights of 
the young people assembled and the po- 
lice tactics that wcro used to disband the 
gathering. 


What happened Saturday near the 


banks of the DCS Plaincs River and Buf- 
falo Creek just north of the Lake County 
line Is now being argued by police and 
the people who wore cither arrested or 
told to disband. About 25 persons were 
arrested during the fracas, and now the 
organizers of the gathering arc claiming 
their cKII rights were violated by Lake 
County Sheriff's Police. 


The organizers told the Herald yester- 


day they Intend to flic suit against the 
police and the Lake County states' attor- 
ney for violation of their civil rights. 


Charles Maslni. 28, of 981 N. Mil- 


waukee Ave., said police Invaded his 
property late Saturday afternoon. "They 


assaulted people from 16-year-old girls to 
60-year-old men," he sold. "At no time 
did undone resist. At no time was any- 
one told he was under arrest." 


MASINI SAID the police also destroyed 


nbout $1,000 of equipment, beat people 
with billy clubs, broke the rear legs of 
his horse, destroyed cameras and illegal- 
ly searched 
those persons at 
the 


gathering. The Lake County police offi- 
cer in charge of the action has denied all 
the charges. 


According to Masini, the suits will 


charge police brutality, search without 
warrants and violations of the freedom of 
assembly, privacy, search-and-selzure 
laws and due process of the law. 


Maslni said the cleanup project was or- 


ganized by Spare Things, a nonprofit co- 
operative exchange, located at 981 N. 
Milwaukee Ave. In Vernon Township, 
Lake County. He said volunteers were 
scheduled to clean up parts of that prop- 
erty as well as sections of Buffalo Creek 
and the DCS Plaincs River. 


According to Maslni, the gathering was 


not a rock concert, although several local 
groups were to provide entertainment for 
the workers. 


Orville Clavey, Lake County sheriff, 


said the gathering was a rock concert. 
He denied the charges made by Masini, 
saying he was merely enforcing a "no- 
use permit" issued by the court against 
the gathering. 


MASINI SAID he was served with a 


restraining order Friday afternoon pro- 
hibiting any gathering or rock concert 
festival. He said he and other organizers 
of the project met with attorneys Satur- 
day to discuss the court order. He said 
his attorneys, in turn told him the re- 
straining order violated his right of free 
assembly. 


According to Maslni, sheriff's police 


entered the property Friday evening. 
"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used in the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 


private property without search warrants 
and killed a cat," he said. 


Maslni said the cleanup began about 


1:30 p m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavey said the majority of people at 


the gathering left quietly after being in- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said. 


THE SHERIFF said Masini then 


grabbed a microphone and told the re- 
maining members of the crowd to sit 
down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said. 


Clavey said that although the police 


were not there to find drugs, they did 
uncover hypodermic needles and mari- 
juana. He said he did not know if drug 
use was wide-spread at the gathering. 


According to Masini, the police action 


'was part of the on-going harassment of 


himself and other young people associ- 
ated with Spare Things. 


Clavey discounted Maslnl's charges. 


"We're not too worried about what Mr. 
Masini has to say," he said. "Let him 
say what he wants to say. There are no 
charges against us as far as we're con- 
cerned." 


The sheriff said Masini Is on parole 


from the Illinois State Penitentiary and 
was arrested five weeks ago for posses- 
sion of marijuana. "You know, I don't 
worry with ex-convicts who are on pa- 
role," he said. "Mr. Masini is going to 
learn that he has to obey the law like 
anyone else." 


MASINI SAID he was on parole from 


a counterfeiting conviction In 1964. He 
said he had testified before a grand jury 
on the Lake County Sheriff's Police In- 
volvement with the counterfeiting ring. 
He said his testimony was the main rea- 
son for his continual harassment by the 
sheriff's police. 


According to Masini, his group is also 


asking for the removal of the Lake Coun- 
ty state's attorney. He said they were 
requesting that a special investigation 
commission be established to look into 
the Incident and other illegal operations 
of the sheriff's police. 


Maslni said he was asking all persons 


who were assaulted Saturday to return to 
Spare Things Wednesday to give depos- 
itions to attorneys who would handle the 
suits. He said the group will then travel 
by bus to the Federal Building In Chi- 
cago for a rally. 


CLAVEY SAID he was not worried 


about Masinl's charges. He said that he 
has two state's attorneys and several 
state police who would dispute the 
charges of brutality and Illegal search. 


Masini said the police action Saturday 


was the "last straw" in the continual ha- 
rassment by the sheriff's police. "We're 
going to have him removed from office 
for every violation he has ever com- 
mitted in this county," he said. "And we 
are going to clean up the river regard- 
less of what Is going to happen."

Pupils enter business tvorld

Each day when Einstein School opens, 


a group of children goes to the bilingual 
classroom. 


They arc not going to the room for 


classes, houcvcr. They are going to buy 
pencils, paper, rulers, scissors and all 
the other supplies they need for school. 


At Einstein, an Elk Grove Township 


Dlst. 59 school in DCS Plaincs, a "school 
store" hot been set up in the bilingual 
classroom. The store Ls a set of shelves 
In the corner of the room with a small 
counter area. Above the counter a sign 
has been painted with the word "Super- 
market." 


The store Is operated by fourth anf 


fifth grade Mexican-American students, 


and Is open for about 15 minutes each 
school day. 


Each day of the week a different class 


is permitted o shop Second graders, for 
example, come on Tuesday and the fifth 
graders shop on Friday. 


One (or both) of the two teachers in 


charge of the store, Ninfa Agnello or 
Nancy Ullrich, is always close at hand 
when the store is open. 


SALES ARE totaled each morning 


when the store closes. A weekly in- 
ventory is taken on Friday. 


The store averages about $5 per week 


in sales. That may not sound like much, 
but you have to sell a lot of pencils at 
two for a nickel and a lot of construction 
paper at one cent a sheet to get $5 In 
sales.

Miss Agnello said it has become a status 
symbol, especially among the younger 
children, to have a huge bundle of pen- 
cils. The bigger the bundle of pencils, the 
better the children like it. 


Children will come to the store with a 


dollar to buy 40 pencils. "And then they 
can't wait until next week when they can 
come to the store again and buy more 
pencils," said Miss Agnello. 


Miss Agnello and Mrs. Ullrich work to- 


gether with minority children. Miss Ag- 
nello Is the bi-llngual teacher and Mrs. 
Ullrich is the minority group teacher. 
The minority program is funded by state 
and district money. Einstein is one of 
several schools In the district to have 
such a program. 


THE SCHOOL store did not start out 


as part of the bilingual program. Two 
years ago, as a summer school project, 
the children made a tent and the store 
was Inside the tent. 


When school started in the fall, the tent 


came down, but no one knew what to do 
with the store. It wound up in the bi- 
lingual room. 


"The store was put In the room with 


nothing particular In mind," said Mrs. 
Ullrich. "I thought we might be able to 
use it to play store." 


Instead of playing store, the children 


turned It into a real store. Supplies are 
bought through the school and resold to 
the students. 


"The store Is operated to break even," 


said Miss Agnello. Any small profits that 
do occur are used to pay for field trips. 


According to Miss Agnello and Mrs. 


Ullrich, the store is an educational expe- 
rience for children on both sides of the 
counter. The "customers" learn about 
prices, shopping and getting change. The 
"clerks" learn to count money, make 
change, check inventory and "balance" 
at the end of the day. 


When the store first opened, the 


"clerks" were terrified when they did 
not balance. "They would offer to put in 
their own pennies if we came up short," 
said Mrs. Ullrich.

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Would you buy a lottery ticket? He's counting on it

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly barbcnhlp, get your locks 
trimmed, give the barber $3 and throw in 
an extra SO cents for a ticket in the state 
lottery. 


Five days later, your name is drawn 


from a barrel In Springfield and you're 
an Instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $30,000. 


That's the ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zcke) Giorgl, D-Rockford, who is con- 
fident that his long-advocated lottery bill 


is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Giorgl is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when it appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Giorgi said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 
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that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Giorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery in the last session. "The 
votes are there," Giorgl declares con- 
fidently. 


His assessment is based on the bill in 


current form, which specifies that money 


from the lottery will go to 'aid educa- 
tion. But he says a recent proposal by 
House Republicans to allot $30 million 
from the lottery proceeds to a six-county 
regional transportation district for North- 
eastern Illinois will not affect its chances 
of passage. 


Giorgi also insists that his bill has 


built-in safeguards from invasion by or- 
ganized crime, and says success of state 
lotteries in other states, particularly New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, dis- 
proves the argument that a lottery is a 
parasite of the poor. 


STUDIES SHOW, he said, that the av- 


erage lottery participant in those states 
earns from $7,500 to $15,000 per year. 


And, says Giorgi, the lottery would be 


under the watchful eye of the legislature 
and the governor, who could veto any 
questionable action by the commission 
which would administer the drawing. 


That commission would consist of five 


members appointed by the governor, 
each of whom would require con- 
firmation by the Senate. The governor 
would then appoint an executive superin-

A weekend stream cleanup with free 


entertainment which nttractcd some 700 
persons Just north of Wheeling has now 
turned Into a dispute over the rights of 
the young people assembled and the po- 
llco tactics that were used to disband the 
gathering. 


What happened Saturday near the 


banks of the DCS Plolnes River and Buf- 
falo Creek Just north of the Lake County 
lino Is now being argued by police and 
the people who were cither arrested or 
told to disband. About 23 persons were 
arrested during the fracas, and now the 
organizers of the gathering are claiming 
their civil rights were violated by Lako 
County Sheriff's Police. 


The organizers told the Herald yester- 


day they intend to file suit against the 
police and the Lake County states' attor- 
ney for violation of their civil rights. 


Charles Maslnl, 28, of 981 N. Mil- 


waukee Ave., said police invaded his 
property late Saturday afternoon. "They 


assaulted people from 16-year-old girls to 
60-year-old men," he said. "At no time 
did anyone resist. At no time was any- 
one told he was under arrest." 


MASINI SAID the police also destroyed 


about $3,000 of equipment, beat people 
with billy clubs, broke the rear legs of 
his horse, destroyed cameras and Illegal- 
ly searched those persons at 
the 


gathering. The Lake County police offi- 
cer In charge of the action has denied all 
the charges. 


According to Maslnl, the suits will 


charge police brutality, search without 
warrants and violations of the freedom of 
assembly, privacy, search-and-seizure 
laws and due process of the law. 


Masinl said the cleanup project was or- 


ganized by Spare Things, a nonprofit co- 
operative exchange, located at 981 N. 
Milwaukee Ave. In Vernon Township, 
Lake County. He said volunteers were 
scheduled to clean up parts of that prop- 
erty as well as sections of Buffalo Creek 
and the Des Plaines River. 


According to Maslnl, the gathering was 


not a rock concert, although several local 
groups were to provide entertainment for 
the workers. 


Orvllle Clavey, Lake County sheriff, 


said the gathering was a rock concert. 
He denied the charges made by Maslnl, 
saying he was merely enforcing a "no- 
use permit" issued by the court against 
the gathering. 


MASINI SAID he was served with a 


restraining order Friday afternoon pro- 
hibiting any gathering or rock concert 
festival. He said he and other organizers 
of the project met with attorneys Satur- 
day to discuss the court order. He said 
his attorneys, in turn told him the re- 
straining order violated his right of free 
assembly. 


According to Masinl, sheriff's police 


entered the property Friday evening. 
"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used in the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 


private property without search warrants 
and killed a cat," he said. 


Masinl said the cleanup began about 


1:30 p.m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavey said the majority of people at 


the gathering left quietly after being In- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said.

down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said.

CLAVEY SAID he was not worried 


about Masini's charges. He said that he 
has two state's attorneys and several 
state police who would dispute the 
charges of brutality and Illegal search.

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Police, youths tangle in Lake County fracas

A weekend strenm clcnnup with free 


entertainment which attracted some 700 
persons just north of Wheeling has now 
turned Into a dispute over the rights of 
the young people assembled and the po- 
lice tactics that were used to disband the 
gathering. 


What happened Saturday near the 


banks of the Des Plalnes River and Buf- 
falo Creek just north of the Lake County 
lino Is now being argued by police and 
the people who were cither arrested or 
told to disband. About 25 persons were 
arrested during the fracas, and now the 
organizers of the gathering arc claiming 
their civil rights were violated by Lako 
County Sheriff's Police. 


The organizers told the Herald yester- 


day they Intend to flic suit against the 
police and the Lako County states' attor- 
ney for violation of their civil rights. 


Charles Maslnl, 28, of 881 N. Mil- 


waukee Avc., said police Invaded his 
property late Saturday afternoon. "They 


assaulted people from 16-year-old girls to 
60-year-old men," he said. "At no time 
did anyone resist. At no time was any- 
one told he was under arrest." 


MASINI SAID the police also destroyed 


about $3,000 of equipment, beat people 
with billy clubs, broke the rear legs of 
his horse, destroyed cameras and Illegal- 
ly searched those persons at 
the 


gathering. The Lake County police offi- 
cer In charge of the action has denied all 
the charges. 


According to Maslnl, the suits will 


charge police brutality, search without 
warrants and violations of the freedom of 
assembly, privacy, search-and-seizure 
laws and due process of the law. 


Masini said the cleanup project was or- 


ganized by Spare Things, a nonprofit co- 
operative exchange, located at 981 N, 
Milwaukee Ave. In Vernon Township, 
Lake County. He said volunteers were 
scheduled to clean up parts of that prop- 
erty as well as sections of Buffalo Creek 
and the DCS Plaines River. 


According to Masini, the gathering was 


not a rock concert, although several local 
groups were to provide entertainment for 
the workers. 


Orville Clavey,'Lake County sheriff, 


said the gathering was a rock concert. 
He denied the charges made by Masini, 
saying he was merely enforcing a "no- 
use permit" Issued by the court against 
the gathering. 


MASINI SAID he was served with a 


restraining order Friday afternoon pro- 
hibiting any gathering or rock concert 
festival. He said he and other organizers 
of the project met with attorneys Satur- 
day to discuss the court order. He said 
his attorneys, in turn told him the re- 
straining order violated his right of free 
assembly. 


According to Masini, sheriff's police 


entered the property Friday evening. 
"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used In the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 


private property without search warrants 
and killed a cat," he said. 


Masini said the cleanup began about 


1:30 p.m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavey said the majority of people at 


the gathering left quietly after being in- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said. 


THE SHERIFF said Masini then 


grabbed a microphone and told the re- 
maining members of the crowd to sit 
down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said. 


Clavey said that although the police 


were not there to find drugs, they did 
uncover hypodermic needles and mari- 
juana. He said he did not know if drug 
use was wide-spread at the gathering. 


According to Maslnl, the police action 


was part of the on-going harassment of 


himself and other young people associ- 
ated with Spare Things. 


Clavey discounted Masini's charges. 


"We're not too worried about what Mr. 
Maslnl has to say," he said. "Let him 
say what he wants to say. There are no 
charges against us as far as we're con- 
cerned." 


The sheriff said Maslnl Is on parole 


from the Illinois State Penitentiary and 
was arrested five weeks ago for posses- 
sion of marijuana. "You know, I don't 
worry with ex-convicts who are on pa- 
role," he said. "Mr. Masini is going to 
learn that he has to obey the law like 
anyone else." 


MASINI SAID he was on parole from 


a counterfeiting conviction in 1964. He 
said he had testified before a grand jury 
on the Lake County Sheriff's Police In- 
volvement with the counterfeiting ring. 
He said his testimony was the main rea- 
son for his continual harassment by the 
sheriff's police. 


According to Masini, his group is also 


asking for the removal of the Lake Coun- 
ty state's attorney. He said they were 
requesting that a special Investigation 
commission be established to look into 
the incident and other illegal operations 
of the sheriff's police. 


Masini said he was asking all persons 


who were assaulted Saturday to return to 
Spare Things Wednesday to give depos- 
itions to attorneys who would handle the 
suits. He said the group will then travel 
by bus to the Federal Building In Chi- 
cago for a rally. 


CLAVEY SAID he was not worried 


about Masini's charges. He said that he 
has two state's attorneys and several 
state police who would dispute the 
charges of brutality and illegal search. 


Masini said the police action Saturday 


was the "last straw" in the continual ha- 
rassment by the sheriff's police. "We're 
going to have him removed from office 
for every violation he has ever com- 
mitted in this county," he said. "And we 
are going to clean up the river regard- 
less of what is going to happen."

Total betting at Arlington Park thus 


mark at Hawthorne last year. 


The one bright spot in the statistical 


picture for Arlington Park is that this 
Hawthorne at the same time last year, 
far is $38.23 million, 1 per cent below 
year's betting is 6.8 per cent ahead of a 
1971 April meeting. Attendance, however, 
is 2.28 per cent down. 


HORSE RACING at Arlington Park is 


now scheduled to continue through July 
24. Figures for June and July are certain 
to surpass the April-May marks. But 
without some additional summer racing 
dates, It is doubtful that the track will be 


able even to equal last year's totals. 


A report by the Illinois Legislative In- 


vestigating Commission estimates that 
the state will lose $4 million in revenue 
because of the early spring racing season 
at Arlington Park, only part of which 
will be made up from racing at other 
tracks. 


An appeal still pending before the Illi- 


nois Supreme Court could give Arlington 
Park the longer season it would seem to 
need to salvage the 1973 season. 


An application for the Balmoral racing 


dates, which the racing board has al- 
ready said will not go to Miller, could do 
the same thing. 


The hopeful predictions of Arlington 


Park Pres. Jack Loome that 1973 would 
be a good year for racing at Arlington 
have not materialized. 


Whether it be the economy, the early 


spring dates, a lack of public confidence 
in racing, or any combination of other 
factors, the crowds and the money are 
not there, at least not thus far.

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly 
barber-ship, get your 
IOCKS 


trimmed, give the barber $3 and throw in 
an extra SO cents for a ticket in the state 
lottery. 


Five days later, your name is drawn 


from a barrel In Springfield and you're 
an instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $50,000. 


That's the ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zcke) Glorgl, D-Rockford, who Is con- 
fident that his long-advocated lottery bill 


is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Glorgl is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when it appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Glorgi said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 


that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Glorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent Is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery in the last session. "The 
votes are there," Giorgi declares con- 
fidently. 


His assessment is based on the bill in 


current form, which specifies that money 


from the lottery will go to aid educa- 
tion. But he says a recent proposal by 
House Republicans to allot $30 million 
from the lottery proceeds to a six-county 
regional transportation district for North- 
eastern Illinois will not affect its chances 
of passage. 


Giorgi also insists that his bill has 


built-in safeguards from invasion by or- 
ganized crime, and says success of state 
lotteries in other states, particularly New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, dis- 
proves the argument that a lottery Is a 
parasite of the poor. 


STUDIES SHOW, he said, that the av- 


erage lottery participant in those states 
earns from $7,500 to $15,000 per year. 


And, says Giorgi, the lottery would be 


under the watchful eye of the legislature 
and the governor, who could veto any 
questionable action by the commission 
which would administer the drawing. 


That commission would consist of five 


members appointed by the governor, 
each of whom would require con- 
firmation by the Senate. The governor 
would then appoint an executive superin-

ation of Fire Fighters, AFL-CIO. 


Sclkc referred the accusation to the 


trustees, and the complaint was returned 
May 10, with the request the firemen 
document specific charges, said Cordova. 
When the documentation was provided 
the trustees again returned the com- 
plaint, asking each complaining fireman 
to sign the specific Individual charges. 
The signatures were submitted May 14. 
Now, said Cordova, the district has re- 
turned the complaint again, insisting the 
matter be disassociated from Local 2061. 


The men have designated Michael 


Lass, union representative, as their 
agent for the hearings, said Cordova. 
Since the trustees have refused for two 
years to recognize the union they are not 
willing to accept the union spokesman, 
he sold. 


KALASA IS attempting to undermine 


Chief Seiko, by belittling him among the 
men and by claiming immunity from dis- 
trict rules, said the firemen. 


The complaint quotes Kalasa as having 


said "my rank gives me special privi- 
leges" when his failure to obey regu- 
lations was questioned. Kalasa will go to 
a fire scene without any turn-out gear, 
or protective and identifying clothing, 
and disrupt fire fighting efforts by count- 
ermanding orders of the district officer 
in charge on the scene, the firemen said. 
It is against fire district rules not to 
wear protective clothing at a fire, and 
makes it difficult for other firemen to 
identify him when they are working, es- 
pecially if there is heavy smoke and it 
is difficult to see, they said. 


The firemen also said Kalasa enforces 


the rule on protective clothing among all 
other district employes. They charged 
this is prejudicial discipline. 


The men also contended Kalasa has or- 


dered them to use face masks which are 
unsafe and endagner their lives. The 
masks are attached to air tanks, and the 
men claim the connecting gear and 
masks do not seal properly, allowing the 
masks to fill with smoke. 


WHEN THE MEN complained, they 


were told by the manufacturer's repre- 
sentative to bend the masks for a tighter 
seal, and when they did this, glas plates 
to cover their eyes fell out, they said. 


The men have purchased what they 


consider safer masks on their own, but 
Kalasa refuses to let them use them, 
they said. 


The firemen also contended Kalasa dis- 


criminates against union members in 
violation of a ruling by Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Edward Egan and of 
district rules. Egan ruled in April, 1972, 
that the district had fired an employe 
because of union activity, and ordered 
the men reinstated. 


Although a regulation was announced 


this year that no fireman should be given 
a holiday for his birthday, Kalasa grant- 
ed a birthday holiday to the only non- 
union firefighter in district employ, said 
the men. No union firemen have received 
the holiday, they said.

What's the hardest part of a Woman 


Marine Corps recruiter's job? 


"Convincing people that women ma- 


rines are not just women who are fat, 
ugly or for some reason couldn't make it 
on the outside," responds Sgt. Raylene 
Blackwell. 


"There are really a lot of fallacies 


about us," laments the pert, dark-haired 
21-year-old. "People meet me at parties 
and they say 'You're a Marine? You 
don't look like one,' and things like that." 


In the three months Sgt. Blackwell has 


served as the Chicago area Woman Ma- 
rine Corps recruiter, she has enlisted 
three girls. The number is about aver- 
age, she said. 
"We're maybe slower to get girls than 


some of the other services because girls 
just haven't heard of us," she said. "A 
lot of girls I talk to say they've checked 
Into the other services, but they didn't 
know the Woman Marine Corps existed." 


SGT. BLACKWELL said the Woman 


Marine Corps offers all the same jobs to 
women available in the other services 
except occupations in the medical and 
dental fields. 


Compared to past years, Sgt. Black- 


well said, female enlistment in the corps 
is increasing. She feels women's lib is 
part of the reason. 


"I think it's put more emphasis on the 


services because they're one place where 
there are equal opportunities right down 
the line for women," she said. 


Like their male counterparts, Women 


Marines start at $307 per month and they 
ore promoted according to the same 
schedule. 


"Women get the same pay, the same 


promotions and everything else," Sgt. 
Blackwell said. "In fact, we get all the 
same benefits without having to go into 
combat." 


THE CURRENT state of the job mar- 


ket also has affected service enlistments, 
she added. 


"Girls come to me and say they've 


tried to get jobs but just couldn't, or they 
found a job but had to really start out at 
the bottom," Sgt. Blackwell said. "In the 
service, a woman gets good training and 
starts out equal to everyone else. Plus, 
she can use that training when she gets 
out." 


The creation of a volunteer army has 


opened up several job areas for women, 
also Increasing the attractiveness of the 
services, she added. For the first time,

A weekend stream cleanup with free 


entertainment which attracted some 700 
persons Just north of Wheeling has now 
turned Into a dispute over the rights of 
the young people assembled and the po- 
lice tactics that were used to disband the 
gathering. 


What happened Saturday near the 


bonks of the DCS Plnlnes River and Buf- 
falo Creek just north of the Lake County 
line Is now being argued by police and 
the people who were either arrested or 
told to disband. About 23 persons were 
arrested during the fracas, and now the 
organizers of the gathering arc claiming 
their civil rights were violated by Lake 
County Sheriff's Police. 


The organizers told the Herald yester- 


day they intend to file suit against the 
police and the Lake County states' attor- 
ney for violation of their civil rights. 


Charles Maslnl, 2B, of 081 N. Mil- 


waukee Avc., said police Invaded his 
property late Saturday afternoon. "They 
assaulted people from 16-year-old girls to 
60-year-old men," he said. "At no time 
did anyone resist. At no time was any- 
one told he was under arrest." 


MASINI SAID the police also destroyed 


about $3,000 of equipment, beat people 


with billy clubs, broke the rear legs of 
his horse, destroyed cameras and illegal- 
ly searched 
those persons at 
the 


gathering. The Lake County police offi- 
cer In charge of the action has denied all 
the charges. 


According to Maslnl, the suits will 


charge police brutality, search without 
warrants and violations of the freedom of 
assembly, privacy, search-and-seizure 
laws and due process of the law. 


Maslni said the cleanup project was or- 


ganized by Spare Things, a nonprofit co- 
operative exchange, located at 981 N. 
Milwaukee Ave. in Vernon Township, 
Lake County. He said volunteers were 
scheduled to clean up parts of that prop- 
erty as well as sections of Buffalo Creek 
and the DCS Plalne? River. 


According to Masini, the gathering was 


not a rock concert, although several local 
groups were to provide entertainment for 
the workers. 


Orville Clavey, Lake County sheriff, 


said the gathering was a rock concert. 
He denied the charges made by Maslnl, 
saying he was merely enforcing a "no- 
use permit" issued by the court against 
the gathering. 


MASINI SAID he was served with a 


restraining order Friday afternoon pro- 
hibiting any gathering or rock concert 
festival. He said he and other organizers 
of the project met with attorneys Satur- 
day to discuss the court order. He said 
his attorneys, in turn told him the re- 
straining order violated his right of free 
assembly. 


According to Masini, sheriff's police 


entered the property Friday evening. 
"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used in the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 
private property without search warrants 
and killed a cat," he said. 


Masini said the cleanup began about 


1:30 p.m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavey said the majority of people at 


the gathering left quietly after being In- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said. 


THE SHERIFF said Maslnl then 


grabbed a microphone and told the re- 
maining members of the crowd to sit 


down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said. 


Clavey said that although the police 


were not there to find drugs, they did 
uncover hypodermic needles and mari- 
juana. He said he did not know if drug 
use was wide-spread at the gathering. 


According to Maslnl, the police action 


was part of the on-going harassment of 
himself and other young people associ- 
ated with Spare Things. 


Clavey discounted Maslni's charges. 


"We're not too worried about what Mr. 
Masini has to say," he said. "Let him 
say what he wants to say. There are no 
charges against us as far as we're con- 
cerned." 


The sheriff said Masini is on parole 


from the Illinois State Penitentiary and 
was arrested five weeks ago for posses- 
sion of marijuana. "You know, I don't 
worry with ex-convicts who are on pa- 
role," he said. "Mr. Maslnl is going to 
learn that he has to obey the law like 
anyone else." 


MASINI SAID he was on parole from 


a counterfeiting conviction in 1964. He 
said he had testified before a grand jury 
on the Lake County Sheriff's Police in- 
volvement with the counterfeiting ring. 


He said his testimony was the main rea- 
son for his continual harassment by the 
sheriff's police. 


According to Masini, his group is also 


asking for the removal of the Lake Coun- 
ty state's attorney. He said they were 
requesting that a special investigation 
commission be established to look into 
the Incident and other illegal operations 
of the sheriff's police. 


Masini said he was asking all persons 


who were assaulted Saturday to return to 
Spare Things Wednesday to give depos- 
itions to attorneys who would handle the 
suits. He said the group will then travel 
by bus to the Federal Building in Chi- 
cago for a rally. 


CLAVEY SAID he was not worried 


about Masini's charges. He said that he 
has two state's attorneys and several 
state police who would dispute the 
charges of brutality and illegal search. 


Masini said the police action Saturday 


was the "last straw" in the continual ha- 
rassment by the sheriff's police. "We're 
going to have him removed from office 
for every violation, he has ever com- 
mitted in this county," he said. "And we 
are going to clean up the river regard- 
less of what is going to happen."

person. She looks at the recruit's family 
background and the sort of work she 
would bo best suited for. No two girls are 
alike, she said, and no two have the 
same reason for joining. 


"I take each girl on on individual 


basis." Sgt. Blackwcll said of the girls 
she meets and talks with at schools from 
the Northwest suburbs to Rockford to 
Aurora. Many times, her job includes 
convincing the recruit's parents that 
joining tho Woman's Marine Corps is a 
good path for their daughter to follow, 
said tho St. Louis native. 


"A lot of parents hvo some of tho 


wrong Ideas about the service, especially 


fathers, based on World War II experi- 
ences or something," she said. "But 
when they see the benefits we offer, they 
change their minds." 


TO ENLIST into'the Woman Marine 


Corps, a girl must be between the ages 
of 18 and 28, unmarried with no depend- 
ents, have a high school diploma or the 
equivalent, good moral character, good 
health and able to pass a written test. 
Recruits under 21 may enter the Corps 
with parental consent. They may enlist 
for two, three or four years. 


To match the relatively young recruits 


that are presently entering the service, 
Sgt. Blackwcll said recruiters are getting 
younger, too. Most of them arc In their 
early twenties, she said. 


Sgt. Blackwcll originally enlisted for 


three years after graduating from high 
school in 1070. Two years later, she re- 
enlisted and she says she still loves the 
corps. 


"I wanted to recruit because it gives 


me the chance to translate something I 
love for someone else," she said.

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly 
barbershlp, get your locks 


trimmed, give the barber $3 and throw In 
an extra 50 cents for a ticket In the state 
lottery. 


Five days later, your name Is drawn 


from a barrel In Springfield and you're 
an Instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $50,000. 


That's the Ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zckc) Glorgl, D-Rockford, who is con- 
fident that his long-advocated lottery bill 


Is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Glorgi is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when it appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Glorgl said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 


that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Giorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery In the last session. "The 
votes are there," Glorgi declares con- 
fidently.

'New Center' 
plans now just 
more apartments

Construction of 560 luxury apartments, 


billed as Phase I of Mount Prospect's 
version of the New York City Rockefeller 
Center, may begin this year. 


The apartments, with rents ranging 


from $272.50 to 1)25, will be built on 18.3 
acres along the west side of Elmhurst 
Road, north of Algonquin Road. 


Developer William Alter last week 


said work on the apartments "possibly" 
will start this year. He Is currently in- 
volved in getting financing for these "Al- 
gonquln-Elmhurst Apartments" and con- 
Auction of 300 apartments along Busse 
Road In the village. 


It appears, however, that Alter has 


abandoned In large part the Rockefeller 
Center concept for his property, which 
was annexed to the village in April, 1971. 


AT THE TIME of annexation, Alter 


presented the village board with plans 
for a $42-mllllon office, apartment and 
recreation complex on the 54-acre site. 
He told the board there would be seven 


office buildings from 8 to 16 stories In 
height; three 12-story and two 10-story 
apartment buildings with a maximum of 
1,200 
living units; restaurants; year- 


round recreation facilities; underground 
parking for more than 6,000 cars; retail 
shops; and a hotel with convention facil- 
ities. 


The 560 apartments now planned will 


be In 16 three-story buildings. They will 
be built in two phases, with 124 one-bed- 
room, 88 two-bedroom, 58 three-bedroom 
and 20 one-bedroom with studio apart- 
ments In the first phase. The second 
phase will consist of 132 one-bedroom, 84 
two-bedroom, 12 two-bedroom with studio 
and 42 three-bedroom apartments. 


A total of 318 parking spaces will be 


underground and the other 667 will be 
open. The total estimated construction 
cost for both phases is $14,693.500. 


Alter said that only one other phase of

"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used in the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 
private property without search warrants 
and killed a cat," he said. 


Maslni said the cleanup began about 


1:30 p.m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavey said the majority of people at 


the gathering left quietly after being in- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said. 


THE SHERIFF 
said Maslni then 


grabbed a microphone and told the re- 
maining members of the crowd to sit 


down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said. 


Clavey said that although the police 


were not there to find drugs, they did 
uncover hypodermic needles and mari- 
juana. He said he did not know If drug 
use was wide-spread at the gathering. 


According to Maslni, the police action 


was part of the on-going harassment of 
himself, and other young people associ- 
ated with Spare Things. 


Clavey discounted Masinl's charges. 


"We're not too worried about what Mr. 
Masini has to say," he said. "Let him 
say what he wants to say. There are no 
charges against us as far as we're con- 
cerned." 


The sheriff said Masini is on parole 


from the Illinois State Penitentiary and 
was arrested five weeks ago for posses- 
sion of marijuana. "You know, I don't 
worry with ex-convicts who are on pa- 
role," he said. "Mr. Masini is going to 
learn that he has to obey the law like 
anyone else." 


MASINI SAID he was on parole from 


a counterfeiting conviction In 1964. He 
said he had testified before a grand jury 
on the Lake County Sheriff's Police in- 
volvement with the counterfeiting ring. 


He said his testimony was the main rea- 
son for his continual harassment by the 
sheriff's police. 


According to Maslni, his group is also 


asking for the removal of the Lake Coun- 
ty state's attorney. He said they were 
requesting that a special investigation 
commission be established to look into 
the incident and other illegal operations 
of the sheriff's police. 


Masini said he was asking all persons 


who were assaulted Saturday to return to 
Spare Things Wednesday to give depos- 
itions to attorneys who would handle the 
suits. He said the group will then travel 
by bus to the Federal Building in Chi- 
cago for a rally. 


CLAVEY SAID he was not worried 


about Masini's charges. He said that he 
has two state's attorneys and several 
state police who would dispute the 
charges of brutality and illegal search. 


Maslni said the police action Saturday 


was the "last straw" in the continual ha- 
rassment by the sheriff's police. "We're 
going to have him removed from office 
for every violation he has ever com- 
mitted in this county," he said. "And we 
are going to clean up the river regard- 
less of what is going to happen."

May protest 
zoning change 
for apartments 


The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Association (PHIA) may protest a zoning 
change that would allow construction of 
apartments on 3,75 acres near the east- 
ern edge of Prospect Heights.

west of Glendale Drive. A Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals hearing on the 
request is scheduled for 3 p.m.

The request is to change the current 


R-3 zoning, which allows only single-fam- 
ily homes on half-acre lots, to R-6, which 
allows one dwelling unit per 1,500 square 
feet. The request was made by Alan For- 
est, attorney representing owners of the 
property that is held in a land trust by 
the Chicago Title and Trust Co. 


"This request worries me, especially 


the density," said Jack Gilligan, PHIA 
president. "I think we should have 
someone at the hearing to see what this 
is all about."

secretary, an R-6 zoning on the site could 
mean about 85 to 90 apartments on the 
site.

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Would you buy a lottery ticket? He's counting on it

Saturday afternoon, you go to your 


friendly barbcrshlp, get your locks 
trimmed, give the barber $3 and throw In 
an extra SO cents for a ticket in the state 
lottery. 


Five days later, your name is drawn 


from a barrel in Springfield and you're 
an Instant millionaire, or maybe you just 
got a capital gain of $50,000. 


That's the Ideal set up by the chief au- 


thor of the Illinois State Lottery, Rep. E. 
J. (Zckc) GlorgI, D-Rockford, who Is con- 
fldcnt that his long-advocated lottery bill 


Is headed for passage in the Illinois Sen- 
ate in the next week or so. 


Glorgi is also confident that the bill 


will be signed by Gov. Daniel Walker 
when It appears on his desk, despite the 
fact that the governor often expressed 
"reservations" about the bill when he 
was campaigning for office. 


AT A MEETING at the Governor's 


Mansion about 10 days ago, Giorgi said, 
Walker responded to a question con- 
cerning his current position on a lottery 
by simply citing a recent survey by 
pollsters he employs. The survey showed 


that 70 per cent of the population of Illi- 
nois supports a state lottery, 23 per cent 
oppose it, and 7 per cent are undecided. 


Seven out of 10 ain't bad, Glorgi fig- 


ures, and he is confident that public sen- 
timent is enough to overcome the gover- 
nor's reservations. He is also confident 
that sentiment has changed in the Sen- 
ate, which voted down a House-approved 
state lottery in the last session. "The 
votes are there," Glorgi declares con- 
fidently. 


His assessment is based on the bill in 


current form, which specifies that money 


from the lottery will go to aid educa- 
tion. But be says a recent proposal by 
House Republicans to allot $30 million 
from the lottery proceeds to a six-county 
regional transportation district for North- 
eastern Illinois will not affect its chances 
of passage. 


Giorgi also insists that his bill has 


built-in safeguards from invasion by or- 
ganized crime, and says success of state 
lotteries in other states, particularly New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, dis- 
proves the argument that a lottery is a 
parasite of the poor. 


STUDIES SHOW, he said, that the av- 


erage lottery participant in those states 
earns from $7,500 to $15,000 per year. 


And, says Giorgi, the lottery would be 


under the watchful eye of the legislature 
and the governor, who could veto any 
questionable action by the commission 
which would administer the drawing. 


That commission would consist of five 


members appointed by the governor, 
each of whom would require con- 


. firmation by the Senate. The governor 


would then appoint an executive superin-

Recess: time 
for science 
projects...

Fifth-graders in Mrs. Janet Joy's class 


at Park School in Arlington Heights for- 
get about recess on Tuesday afternoons. 
They say they have something better to 
do, and for a while, parents were won- 
dering what it was. 


Much to parents' relief, the kids were 


fascinated with a series of science proj- 
ects, not the institutional variety, but 
projects, they do themselves with the 
help of eighth-grade "teachers." 


During the year, a group of eighth 


grade students from South Junior High 
School in Arlington Heights, have been 
coining to Park School to introduce a 
wide range of science topics to Mrs. 
Joy's class. 


Most of the topics involve an activity 


interesting to the second graders, with 
scientific principals to be taught by the 
older students. For example, the latest 
project involved making ice cream, 
which students made in individual por- 
tions. The eighth graders taught them 
the three states of matter: liquids, solids 
and gases. 


SOMETIMES, THE lessons are not of- 


ten easy to teach, as one eighth grade 
student learned. Gina Santoro was teach- 
ing two students, Miguel Mulet and Al- 
mando Perez, about liquids, solids and 
gases. Miguel was stirring the ice cream 
mixture and Almando turning the con- 
tainer in ice. 


"All right," said Gina, as she saw the 


ice cream getting thicker. "What state is 
that in?" 


Almando squinted his eyes. "Alaska?" 
"Gina learned that It isn't so easy to 


ask questions," said Frank Dzikonski, 
science teacher at South Junior High 
School. "But she learned why the student 
answered her the way he did." 


Dzikonski, also science consultant for 


School Disk 25, began the program last 
spring. 


"IN CONSULTING, I saw a consid- 


erable number of older students teaching 
younger students in the same school," he 
said. "I saw the effectiveness of one 
student teaching another." 


The older child gets satisfaction and 


gets as much out of the learning process 
as the younger student, according to Dzi- 
konski. 


"It's the most beneficial aspect of the 


activity," he said. 


Dzikonski started the program with 


members of a science club which he had

assembly, privacy, search-and-selzure 
laws and due process of the law. 


Maslni said the cleanup project was or- 


ganized by Spare Things, a nonprofit co- 
operative exchange, located at 981 N. 

In Vernon Township, 
Lake County. He said volunteers were 
scheduled to clean up parts of that prop- 
erty as well as sections of Buffalo Creek 
and the Des Plalnes River. 


According to Masinl, the gathering was 


not a rock concert, although several local 
groups were to provide entertainment for 
the workers. 


Orvllle Clavey, Lake County sheriff, 


said the gathering was a rock concert. 
He denied the charges made by Masinl, 
saying he was merely enforcing a "no- 
use permit" issued by the court against 
the gathering. 


MASINI SAID he was served with a 


restraining order Friday afternoon pro-, 
hiblting any gathering or rock concert 
festival. He said he and other organizers 
of the project met with attorneys Satur- 
day to discuss the court order. He said 
his attorneys, in turn told him the re- 
straining order violated his right of free 
assembly. 


According to Masini, sheriff's police 


entered the property Friday evening. 
"They forced people off the property, 
confiscated equipment that was to be 
used in the clean-up, did thousands of 
dollars of damage, conducted searches of 
private property without search warrants 
and killed a cat," he said. 


Masini said the cleanup began about 


1:30 p.m. Saturday, and lasted until sher- 
iff's police arrived between 5-6 p.m. He 
said the police then disbanded the gath- 
ering by assaulting and arresting per- 
sons who remained. 


Clavey said the majority of people at 


the gathering left quietly after being In- 
formed of the situation by an assistant 
state's attorney. "The bulk of the kids 
did leave peaceably," he said. 


THE SHERIFF said Masinl then 


grabbed a microphone and told the re- 
maining members of the crowd to sit 


down. Those who did not leave were ar- 
rested, Clavey said. 


Clavey said that although the police 


were not there to find drugs, they did 
uncover hypodermic needles and mari- 
juana. He said he did not know if drug 
use was wide-spread at the gathering. 


According to Masinl, the police action 


was part of the on-going harassment of 
himself and other young people associ- 
ated with Spare Things. 


Clavey discounted Maslni's charges. 


"We're not too worried about what Mr. 
Masini has to say," he said. "Let him 
say what he wants to say. There are no 
charges against us as far as we're con- 
cerned." 


The sheriff said Masinl is on parole 


from the Illinois State Penitentiary and 
was arrested five weeks ago for posses- 
sion of marijuana. "You know, I don't 
worry with ex-convicts who are on pa- 
role," he said. "Mr. Masini is going to 
learn that he has to obey the law like 
anyone else." 


MASINI SAID he was on parole from 


a counterfeiting conviction in 1964. He 
said he had testified before a grand jury 
on the Lake County Sheriff's Police In- 
volvement with the counterfeiting ring.

AFTER THE public meeting, the plan

May 3 that the company must submit its 
application for state funding for the proj- 
ect by June 8. He said the village would 
have to authorize the development before 
an application could be submitted. 


THE PLAN commission, village board 


and other village agencies have been 
moving very quickly to get approval by 
the June 8 deadline. 


The state funding sought by the devel- 


opers would provide a very low-cost loan 
to finance construction. The state money 
will not subsidize rents in the apart- 
ments. 


Marvin Meyers, president of the devel- 


opers, has told the plan commission the 
lower construction costs will enable him 
to lower rents enough to make the cost 
attractive to elderly persons. 


The specific objections of the housing 


commission resulted from a study by 
commission members and professional 
planners. The questionable areas were 
included in the report released yesterday 
by the commission. Copies of the report 
were sent to plan commission and village 
board members over the holiday week 
end.

Masini said the police action Saturday 


was the "last straw" in the continual ha- 
rassment by the sheriff's police. "We're 
going to have him removed from office 
for every violation he has ever com- 
mitted in this county," he said. "And we 
are going to clean up the river regard- 
less of what is going to happen." 


Hey girls, the Marines want you!

What's the hardest part of a Woman 


Marine Corps recruiter's job? 


"Convincing people that women ma- 


rines arc not just women who arc fat, 
ugly or for some reason couldn't moke It 
on the outside," responds Sgt. Raylene 
Blackwell. 


"There arc really a lot of fallacies 


about us," laments the pert, dark-haired 
21-year-old. "People meet me at parties 
and they say 'You're a Marine? You 
don't look like one,' and things like that." 


In the three months Sgt. Blackwell has 


served as the Chicago area Woman Ma- 
rino Corps recruiter, she has enlisted 
three girls. The number la about aver- 
age, she said. 


"We're maybe slower to get girls than 


some of the other services because girls 
just haven't heard of us," she sold. "A 
lot of girts I talk to say they've checked 
Into the other services, but they didn't 
know the Woman Marine Corps existed." 


SGT. BLACKWELL said the Woman 


Marino Corps offers all the same jobs to 
women available In the other services 
except occupations In the medical and 
dental fields. 


Compared to past years, Sgt. Black- 


well said, female enlistment In tho corps 
Is increasing. She feels women's lib is 
part of the reason. 


"I think it's put more emphasis on the 


services because they're one place where 
there arc equal opportunities right down 
the line for women," she said. 


Like their male counterparts, Women 


Marines start at $307 per month and they 
arc promoted according to the same 
schedule. 


"Women get the same pay, the same 


promotions and everything else," Sgt. 
Blackwell said. "In fact, we get all the 
same benefits without having to go Into 
combat." 


THE CURRENT state of the job mar- 


ket also has affected service enlistments, 
she added. 


"Girls come to me and say they've 


tried to get jobs but Just couldn't, or they 
found a job but had to really start out at 
the bottom," Sgt. Blackwell said. "In the 
service, a woman gets good training and 
starts out equal to everyone else. Plus, 
she can use that training when she gets 
out." 


The creation of a volunteer army has 


opened up several job areas for women, 
also Increasing the attractiveness of the 
services, she added. For the first time, 
women may go Into the fields of aviation, 
mechanics and radio. 


However, for most women, the lure of 


travel remains the biggest reason for en- 
tering the service, according to Sgt. 
Blackwell. 


"WHEN I ASK girls why they want to 


Join, most of them usually say they want 
to travel and they feel it would be ex- 
citing," she said. "I don't shortchange 
them," she added, "I tell them the truth 
about everything. For example, I tell 
them boot camp basic training is not an 
easy road, but It's not that hard." 


Stressing that boot camp for Woman 


Marine Corps recruits does not approach 
boot camp for men, Sgt. Blackwell said 
the emphasis for the eight-week course is 
on mental rather than physical devel- 
opment. The women recruits are trained 
in military procedures, first aid, nutri- 
tion, good grooming and they participate 
in some physical education classes. 


Sgt. Blackwell said when she talks to a 


potential recruit, she tries to determine 
as much as possible what she is like as a 
person. She looks at the recruit's family 
background and the sort of work she 
would be best suited for. No two girls are 
alike, she said, and no two have the 
same reason for joining. 


"I take each girl on an individual 


basis," Sgt. Blackwell said of the girls 
she meets and talks with at schools from 
the Northwest suburbs to Rockford to 
Aurora. Many times, her job Includes 
convincing the recruit's parents that 
Joining the Woman's Marine Corps is a 
good path for their daughter to follow, 
said the St. Louis native. 


"A lot of parents hve some of the 


wrong Ideas about the service, especially 
fathers, based on World War II experi- 
ences or something," she said. "But 
when they see the benefits we offer, they 
change their minds." 


TO ENLIST into the Woman Marine 


Corps, a girl must be between the ages 
of 18 and 28, unmarried with no depend- 
ents, have a high school diploma or the 
equivalent, good moral character, good 
health and able to pass a written test. 
Recruits under 21 may enter the Corps 
with parental consent. They may enlist 
for two, three or four years. 


To match the relatively young recruits 


that are presently entering the service, 
Sgt. Blackwell said recruiters are getting 
younger, too. Most of them are in their 
early twenties, she said. 


Sgt. Blackwell originally enlisted for 


three years after graduating from high 
school in 1970. Two years later, she re- 
enlisted and she says she still loves the 
corps. 


"I wanted to recruit because it gives 


me the chance to translate something I 
love for someone else," she said. "I'm 
emotional and I get involved," she 
added. "The best part of my job Is know- 
ing I've given a girl a start on a good 
road. Even if she doesn't enlist, if I'm 
sure I've given her something to think 
about, I feel good."

sponsored at South School. They met 
twice a week and taught once a week. 


Enrollment in the club ts not limited to 


students with good grades or an interest 
in science. "Anyone who has a willing- 
ness to learn or wanting to learn how. to 
teach students may join," Dzikonski 
said. 


"I TALK WITH (grade school) teach- 


ers to see what units In science they will 
be teaching and I try to teach my stu- 
dents to help teach in that particular 
area," said Dzikonski. 


Fifth graders have built motors to see 


how motors worked, made games with 
electrical circuits and put bones together 
to see the animal's structure. 


The younger students were once given 


a brief lecture on the principles of pro- 
pulsion. 


"They gave us pole-like things, rubber 


bands, screw heads and wooden strips 
with holes," said Miguel. "We were sup- 
posed to make something from all those 
things." 


The students scrambled with the parts 


and produced what they call."Whirly- 
birds," or propellers. 


DAVE JENKINS, an eighth grader, 


showed the class what happens to meal 
worms when different substances like 
sugar and salt are placed near them. 


"If they learn anything about meal 


worms at all, they'll at least observe the 
life cycle of the insect," said Dzikonski. 
The insect begins life as an egg, changes 
to a larva or meal worm, then to pupa 
and finally to an adult, or beetle, accord- 
ing to Dzikonski. 


"My kids look forward to these proj- 


ects," said Mrs. Joy. "I think these older 
students can sometimes see difficulties 
in teaching the younger kids that teach- 
ers often don't see." 


"And some of the kids are looking for- 


ward to junior high school when they'll 
be able to teach," she said. "It's better 
they find out what teaching's like before 
they get into college and find out that it's 
not what it seems to be." 
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
